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City's rescue 
squad, still 
largest in 
U.S., needs 
volunteers

Robert Helfant still remembers 
the summer day, several years 
ago, when he first recovered the 
body of a drowning victim, 

"It was down at the ferry docks 
at Knotts Island," said Helfant, & 
veteran member of the city's 
volunteer dive team. "A man had 
fallen off of his boat, I believe 
he'd had a heart attack." 

As often happens in this area, 
rescue efforts were hampered by 
the warm, murky water, and the 
man died before rescuers could 
reach him. The poor visibility 
makes it more difficult to find the 
person in distress, Helfant 
explained, and the warm water 
decreases the amount of time he 
can live without oxygen. 

Helfant, duty field commander 
for the city's rescue squads, said 
that the most rewarding thing 
about his 17 years of volunteer 
work "is being able to give 
something back to the 
community. 

The most painful thing, he 
added, is seeing the children who 
are killed in car accidents or who 
drown while u-ying to swim in 
burrow pits or ponds. 

The desire to save or 

improve lives motivates most of 
the city's volunteer rescue squad 
members, according to Helfant. 
This city's rescue squad is the 
largest volunteer rescue 
organization in the country, and 
its "come from all walks of life 
and include firemen, military 
personnel, housewives and 
doctors." 

Rescue squad members share a 
willingness to undergo training 
and donate at least 48 hours per 
month, but they're a diverse group 
with different reasons for 
becoming mvolved in emergency 
medical operations. Some, 
including the firemen, and 
medical professionals already 
work in a related field. Other

Former bar finds new life as church, outreach

Pink Pussycat, Cheetah 
Lounge and Big Baby Lounge 
aren't exactly names you 
equate with an up-and-coming 
ministry, but New Beginnings 
Outreach is about change that. 

In a former Virginia Beach 
Boulevard bar, not far from the 
bustling oceanfront mecca of 
sun Ind sand, a concrete-block 
building that once hummed 
with rhythm and blues is un- 
dergoing a metamorphosis. 

Where folks once bellied up 
to the bar for a brew, a 
preacher will take to the pul- 
pit. 

Where they once peered 
through clouds of cigarette 
smoke at a gravely-voiced 
granddaddy of jazz, choirs will 
sing salvation's praises.

bright purple paint covering 
the marque. 

There's a trailer park just 
yards away, some of whose 
residents the congregation are 
already trying to help. 

Pulling into the small, rocky 
parking lot, one of the first 
thing you notice is a sign on 
the door stating that the facil- 
ity won't permit illegal sub- 
stances on the premises. 

This is, after all, soon to be 
a house of the Lord. 

Walking mside, youd think 
it already is. There's a sweci, 
beautiful sound filling the air. 
And there, singing into a mi- 
crophone, is the powerful lady 
from which it comes: pastor 
Sylvia Anderson. 

She, along with her husband 
James and dedicated congre- 
gation members, are working 
piecemeal to turn this former 
bar into a sanctuary. 

James, as passionate about 
the cause as his wife, was first 
to speak. He noted that 
Sylvia's singing, style, gospel 
with a jazzy kick, has already 
had nearby residents wonder- 
ing just what's happening in 
the old Pink Pussycat. 

"I feel that's going to be a 
real big drawing card on this 
community, that they have a 
church that's going to reach 
the grassroots. There's no 
stained-glass windows. Not the 
type of plush surroundings 
where a little man feels Itkc 
he's not important," James 
said. "And what 1 like about it 
is that because it was a club, 
the acoustics are great!" 

The Andersons, who brought 
their ministry lo Virginia 
Beach from West Palm Beach 
more than two years ago, feel 
that maybe divine providence 
played a hand in leading them 
to this site. 

"We were on our way to 
looking at another building 
down the street when we came 
down here to use the phone," 
said Sylvia. "We saw a phone 
booth and slopped, then saw a 
sign on this building that said 
'For Rent.'" 

"But also on the sign it said 
'Not for use as a club or a

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Local artist returns school favor

Sometimes giving back is much 
better than receiving. , 

Virginia Beach artist Cynthia 
Smith Stelly learned that lesson 
well. 

After attending Old Dominion 
University for the first time in 
1954, when it was still a division 
of the College of William and 
Mary, again in the '70s and fi- 
nally graduating with a bachelor's 
degree in 1992, the Portsmouth 
native jumped at the chance to do 
something special for the school. 



Now pursuing a master's degree 
in fine arts, that "something spe- 
cial" can be seen by anyone pass- 
ing ODU's Child Development 
Center on 48th Street: a 16-by-8- 
foot mural depicting the joys of 
youth. 

Stelly, usually an abstract 
artist, had done murals in the past 
and was delighted with the possi- 
bility of such a project when ap- 
proached by Associate Professor 
of Art Carol Hines. She explained 
that Katharine C, Kersey, chair of 
the Child Study and Special Edu- 
cation Department, wanted some- 



thing to make the center stand out 
from other buildings. 

"I like challenges in painting," 
Stelly explained, "and I had to do 
a great deal of research. I took 
photographs of the children out in 
the yard, studied them, how they 
looked, what they wore, their 
hairstyles — such as they arc, 
precious little things. I sat in the 
grass, talked to them and got to 
know them well." 

The mural, a year in the mak- 
ing, entailed frequent visits to 
Norfolk's public libraries and the 
ODU library, where she studied 



children's art, trees, flowers and 
other details that can be found in 
the mural. 

"At one point I think I had 
checked out 85 books!" she 
smiled. 

Working in a small room in the 
Visual Arts Building, Stelly found 
creating the mural a painstaking 
process. Because of severe space 
limitations, the artist could not 
get further than 10 feet from her 
woik. So she began painting the 
mural in four separate pieces.

'Sometimes, it's hard lo keep up 
and well informed — unless you 
watch "Beach Clips." 

The show, produced by the 
city's Video Services Divrsion, is 
broadcast daily on Channel 48 
and, as of this week, is one year 
old. 

"The Video Department's 
mission is to provide information 
to the citizens to create an 
awareness of important issues in 
the city that pertain to the certain 
departments and activities that 
they should be aware of," said 
Robert Menter, video production 
specialist for the city. 

With that mission in mind, he 
explained, they created "Beach 
Clips." 

Shows focus on a variety of 
events and issues, such as the 
new amphitheater's progress from 
groundbreaking to grand opening; 
the expansion of the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum; city 
programs through parks and 
recreation and social services; the 
American Music Festival; and, 
the Boardwalk Art Show. 

"We're trying to get this 
information out," said Menter. 
"We feel we're targeting 
information that will be useful 
and helpful to citizens. We want 
to make sure they have an 
opportunity to see it." 

Menter said the show's viewers 
are generally the same folks. 

"We'd like to think people 
actually look forward to watching 
it," said Menter. "I'm sure there 
are some channel surfers out their 
who find it. but I think there are 
some people out there who look 
for it." 

It takes seven weeks for the 
staff of about a half dozen to put 
the 30-minute "Beach Clips" 
together. 

As one of the two producers of 
the magazine-style television 
program. Menter writes, produces 
and directs two of the four 
segments in each show. He wears 
many hats, including cameraman, 
reporter and ediux'. 

"You don't see a lot of fancy 
props," said Menter. "But the way 
it's prodiK^. we really don't need 
it." 

There is no budget for the show, 
other than the salaries of the 
video services employes who 
oversee all of the progrunmtng on 
channels 46, 47 and ^. 

But for Menter, that makes it 
all the more interesting. 

"It's a challenge to put a stK>w 
like this together that has 
production values and has interest 
to the viewer," he noted. "The 
whole time you're doing it is with 
limited resources and you're 
trying to keep the uxpayers' 



dollars in mind. You want to put 
out good quality programming and 
give them the most for their tax 
dollars." 

Menter said that is just one of 
the reasons he likes "Beach 
Clips." 

"I enjoy the show immensely 
because it gives me the 
opportunity to meet people," he 
added. "That's probably the part I 
like the best. I come in contact 
with people from all different 
walks of like, but they all have a 
different story and we tfy to focus 
on that." 

Through various segments. 
Menter said, he has learned 
much. 

"I really knew very little about 
the city when I started this," 
Menter laughed. "I've lived here 
for a number of years, but I've 
learned so much about the city 
and Its programs from 'Beach 
Clips."

Pedal to the metal 

A newly-released report from Drive Smart 
Virginia, a public/private partnership 
dedicated to improving highway safety, 
confirms a common sense idea we've known for 
a long time: speeding carries more of a burden 
than Just lost lives. 

Speed-related fatalities each year cost 
Americans $23 billion and Virginians 
specifically $254 million, according to Drive 
Smart's findings. That equates to $44,190 per 
minute nationwide, or $732 per second. The 
health-care costs alone for speed-related 
crashes were approximately $2 billion in 1994. 
Other spin-off costs include property loss and 
damage, lost work and household productivity, 
emergency services and legal fees. 

If $254 million 
sounds like a startling 
number for speed- 
related fatalities in 
Virginia, consider this. 
Department of Motor 
Vehicles statistics 

show that there were _ 

276 such fatalities last 
year in the state. 

That's means each speed-related fatality 
averaged $920,289 in economic burdens. 

Another cost is stress placed on the 
environment. According to Nancy Rodrigues, 
executive director of Drive Smart Virginia, "as a 
vehicle's speed increases, so do the pollutants it 
emits." Fuel efficiency in miles per gallon 
steadily decreases at speeds above 45 miles per 
hour. For example, for the average passenger 
car traveling 100 miles at 55 mph the cost is 
$4.36; at 75 mph, $6.64. 

Don't forget the immediate effects on our 
wallets. For anyone who has ever gotten a 
speeding ticket, it was probably an expensive 
lesson. Drivers who are ticketed may incur 
some or all of the costs for fines, court costs, 
driver improvement class fees, time away from 
work and driver's license suspension or 
revocation/reinstatement fees. 

In an effort to make Virginia's roads safer, law 
enforcement officials are strictly enforcing the 
speed limit this year as part of their Campaign 
Safe and Sober activities. The campaign uses a 
combination, of selective enforcement and 
education programs to reduce traffic violations 
and improve overall safety. In other words, 
they'll be watching you. the driver, to make 
sure you are complying with the law. 

Remember that as you're heading out on the 
road with the pedal to the metal, or else you 
may find out just how costly speeding can be.

Mark Warner as the clear winner. 

When it was over, I ran into the 

man who occupies Baliles' old post 

as attorney general and hopes to 

succeed his other old job as 

governor. James Gilmore allowed 

he might be prejudiced. But he 

thought it wasn^ even close: fellow 

Republican John Warner, basking 

in the glow of his primary tfiumph, 

won hands down. 

The audience seemed to take both 
men to heart almost equally. My 
own view is each did almost exactly 
what he needed to do and could 
hardly have done it better. The 
incumbent was confident without 
arrogance while the challenger stood 
his ground bravely, but without 
malice. Of course, the real audience 
to be impressed was the oneat home. 
For politicians.TV is an extremely 
tricky medium. For one thing, they 
are at the mercy of editors who boil 
down lots of tape to a minute or so, 
which may show a candidate to a 
particular advantage or 
disadvantage. But the main hazard 
is the way it translates a candidate's 
personality, favoring soft edges over 
hard and the gentle manner over the 
spirited or cross. 

Catching a few excerpts on local 
TV, I thought the senior senator's 
short answers and affable style 
showed a sur^r mastery of the 
medium that plays the largestrole in 
reaching those undecided and 
generally ill-informed voters who 
decide most elections. 

Of course, free time on local news 
programs, while important, is by far 
the smaller part of TV ' s role. In paid 
spots, the candidate's handlers have 



ahnost total freedom. Both Warners 
are in a position to conmand the 
best talent and deploy their wares 
lavishly. But this could be the ffrst 
campaign in which John Warner is 
outspent by his opponent. 

In all these debates now, 
candidates try to spring a surprise 
that might fluster their opponent. "I 
will make you adeal," Mark Warner 
said. "Add up all the money you've 
spent in the past and I won't spend 
more than that." It seemed to throw 
the senator for a moment, who 
offered a "high five" to salute a 
good debating point rather than a 
handshake to signify a deal. 

That was an offer, perhaps, he 
should have taken. My guess is Mark 
Warner will spend substantially 
more than John Warner has spent in 
all his races. 

The Democrat also boasted of his 
refusal to accept contributions from 
political-action committees. That 
was undercut to some degree by his 
status as the wealthiest candidate

Virginia has ever seen, with a 
personal fortune estimated at SI 00 
million, and by an eariy campaign 
blunder that seemed to show him 
speaking with forked tongue. 

His campaign was caught telling 
PACs how they could help by 
contributing to Democratic 
committees that would use the 
money to assist Mark Warner. The 
candidate said he had no knowledge 
of this ploy and pledged not to accept 
PAC gifts in any form. He hardly 
needs it. 

On matters of greater substance, 
John Warner posed three questions 
and asked for a yes or no answer. On 
the question of a SSOO credit against 
taxes due for each child in a family 
earning less than $ 100,000 a year — 
a key GOP plank — Mark Warner 
said, "No, I think balancing the 
budget is a higher priority than tax 
cuts." 

When asked if he supports a 
national right-to-work law to ban a 
compulsory union shop in all states 
he said, "I strongly support 
Virginia's right-to- work law, but I 



don't think we ought to federalize 
it" 

On another tricky labor question, 
Mark Warner was asked if he 
supports a Democratic proposal to 
make it illegal for employers to 
replace striking workers. "I wqn't 
accept that it 's an either/or question," 
he said, "with certain qualifications 
I could support it." 

But Mark Warner had two 
questions of his own and kept 
coming back to them, suggesting 
they will find a prominent place in 
attack ads later in the campaign. 

"Why," he asked the senator, "did 
you vote to cut $270 billion from 
Medicare and $10 billion from the 
college loan program?" In a twist, 
the Democrat put himself on record 
favoring a balanced-budget 
amendment to the Constitution 
opposed by most members of his 
party in Congress. 

In the fashion of most Democrats 
today, Mark Warner was at pains to 
paint himself as firmly pro-choice 
on abortion (while personally 
opposing abortion) and against 
vouchers that can be used by pnrents 
to send their children to private 
schools. 

In a nice straddle, John Warner 
said he couldn't be "firmly" placed 
in either the pro-choice or pro-life 
category. But he did offer a strong 
defense of his votes against federal 
funding of abortions, another safe 
haven. On school vouchers, recently 
touted by Bob Dole, John Warner 
gave vigorous and unequivocal 
support. 

' While both candidates must be 
wary of defining themselves before 
they see which way the electoral cat 
finally jumps, they could be making 
a mistsdce by going too much for the 
comfortable middle. 

Mark Warner has doubtless been 
told over and over Virginia is a 
conservative state and he must draw 
a clear distinction between himself 
and his national party. But if he is to 
win, he must mobilize all of those 
dissatisfied with the status quo. 

Besides, John Warner owns the 
middle, and his celebrated break 
with his party has validated that 
claim. But just in case Democrats 
really Stan rolling, he needs to be 
prepared to give a mote ringing 
defense of conservative ideas than 
he did in this first debate. He hinted 
at such a strategy by twice asking, 
"Who is the real Mark Warner?" 

No impartial observer could see 
Mark Warner as other than fully 
prepared for the task at hand. Nor 
John Warner as other than a very 
skilled politician at the top of his 
form. 

Both men deserve congratulations 
for a strong beginning.

The Bell-Taylor House 

This house sits off Oceana 
Boulevard and is believed to have 
been built around 1820 by Joshua 
James II. Tliis land was bequeathed 
to him in 1763, and it is the only 
house of its type remaining in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The house 
changed 
hands many 
times until 
through 
marriage, 
Alexander 
Bell acquire 
it. A.T. 
Taylor 
bought the 
property in 
1942, adding 
more acreage 
until it 

encompassed 
1,000 acres. 
He restored 
the house and 
added baths, 
a den and an 
inside 
kitchen. From these two owners, the 
house became known as the Bell- 
Taylor House. 

The house has many large windows 
and exffemely high ceilings. The 
house is elegant, with the original 
wide pine flooring and some 
handblown panes in the windows. It 
has maintained its original beauty on 
the exterior. It is said that "while the 
woodwork in this house is not as fine 
as in Pleasant Hall, it was built some 
50 years later when styles has changed 
and handwork was more difficult to 
come by." 

Itisstillabeautifulhouse, imposing 
in size with two large rooms aneilher 
side of a wide hall on both floors. 

When theOceana Naval Air Station 
gained that designation in 1952, the 
U.S. Navy bought this house as a 
residence ibrOceana'sCommanding 
Officer. Although the Taylors has 
decorated and furnished it in the 
antebellum style, a different 
Commanding Officer now lives in 
the house every two years. 

The de Witt Cottage 

Bernard Peabody Holland, 
superintendent of the Norfolk, 
Albemarle and Atlantic Railroad and 
the first mayor of Virginia Beach 
built what is now known as the de 
Witt cottage in 1895 for his bride, 
Emily Gregory of Cooperslown, N.Y. 

Cornelius de Witt purchased the 
property in 1909, and it has been in 
the de Witt family, occupied as a 
single-family residence until Sept. 
25, 1990 when the property was 
deeded to the Virginia Beach Foun- 
dation and thecity of Virginia Beach. 

The city, in turn, leased it to the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guild and it is 
now known as the Atlantic Wildfowl 
Heritage Museum. This suiicture is 
the sole surviving example of the 
type of oceanfront dwelling built in 
Virginia Beach during the very first 
development of Virginia Beach in 
1863 and through its incorporation in 
1906 

It was the resort's first brick year- 
round house and it is listed in the 
Virginia Landmarks Register and the 
National Register of Historic 
Properties. 

This two story house has solid brick 
walls 14-inches thick. It has a full 
basement and a habitable attic with 
dormer windows. A porch runs 
around \hiee sides. The walls are 
paneled in the original pine. Where it 
once had four chimneys, it now has 
only three because one was destroyed 
by a hurricane. There had been few 
changes made (an addition over the 
kitchen and the attic divided into two 
bedrooms and a half-bath). 

When you visit this museum at the 
comer of 12th Street and Atlantic on 
the Oceanfront (and 1 sure hope you 




will), you will have two special treats 
in store for you. 

One in browsing through the 
museum itself and the other knowing 
you are in a dwelling that was built 
more than 100 years ago. It has 
weathered many storms end has stood 
its ground against the winds, the sea 
and the ravages of time. 

This article concludes our feature 
on old houses in Princess Anne 
County, but in no way incorporates 
all the old houses in the Virginia 
Beach area — just information on 
some of the more well-known ones. 

To get a more comprehensive pic- 
ture of some other old homes, refer to 
books written about them, one of 
which is "Old Houses In Princess 
Anne County" written by Sadie Scott 
Kellam and V. Hope Kellam, from 
which a lot of the information in 
ttese articles was found. 

We will spend the next few weeks 
talking about old churches and the 
old courthouse. Hope you enjoy.

Ask Tracey Friedsam what the worst four- 
letter word in the English language is and 
she probably won't hesitate in her response:

Friedsam, a recreation specialist for the 
city, is always looking for fair skies when 
planning Virginia Beach's many special 
events. An unwelcomed downpour can 
literally put the damper on months of 
organizing and fine tuning. 

Friedsam has those thoughts in mind last 
Thursday as she sat in her Parks and 
Recreation office on Lynnhaven Road and 
prayed that the weather would cooperate for 
Friday's New Orleans Night at Mount 
Trashmore Park. The third in a series of 
Family Friday events, the evening would 
draw young and old for a carnival 
atmosphere of games, music, Cajun cooking 
and children's activities. 

"We've already been through • hurricane 
this year! What else can happen?" she 
grinned, alluding to the Olympic Night 
events cancelled when "Big Bertha" crashed 
the party. 

Problematic weather and last-minute 
snafus are just part of the job for Friedsam, 
responsible for making sure Virginia Beach 
residents receive their share of wholesome, 
happy entertainment. 

"We currently have about 20 to 21 events 
total throughout the year in the park. We're 
trying to provide an opportunity or creative 
ve:nue where families can get together in a 
non-alcoholic atmosphere, have fun and do a 
lot of stuff for free. If you look around the 
market, there are so many things for families 
to do — but the expenses are cost 
prohibitive. Virginia Beach is such a great 
place, so why not make it better by doing 
things like this?" she said. 

If citizens are looking for something to do, 
they should look no further than their own 
parks. As summer winds down, Friedsam is 
in the midst of her busy season. This 
weekend Princess Anne Park will play host 
to its traditional Art and Craft Festival, 
while two more Family Fridays are planned 
for Aug. 9 and 23 at Mount Trashmore Park. 

Only then will Friedsam breathe a sign of 
relief before planning some new endeavors. 
But next year she'd like to see even more 
summertime family activities. 

"Our focus is to make every year better," 
said Friedsam, who decided to enter the 
world of special events planning after a brief 
{amy in the business world. 

"I got my undergraduate degree in 
economics. I tried a few desk jobs, but they 
were so boring. I like being out and with 
people. I was living up in D.C. and was like, 
'Forget it. I'm going back to school. They're 
opening a new rec center. I'm sports- 
oriented. Let's do something I really enjoy,'" 
she reflected. 

Earning a master's degree in sports 
management from Old Dominion University, 
Friedsam was hired at the Bayside 
Recreation Center as an athletic supervisor. 
She did that for two years before becoming a 
recreation specialist.

lounge," James added. 

Those few words said much 
to the Andersons: specifically, 
that it would be ideal for a 
church. 

New Beginnings, which had 
been meeting in their home 
but had outgrown the space, 
had a new site. 

Sylvia, who grew up in 
Wilson, N.C., knew she was 
destined to locate here while 
visiting an old friend who'd 
made Virginia Beach her 
home. 

"I just felt such a burden 
about this place that God was 
saying, 'Come,'" she remem- 
bered. "1 knew these people 
needed help, even though I 
questioned God. I looked 
around and saw all these 
churches, but I know what laid 
on my heart." 

After much prayer and con- 
sultation with her husband and 
congregation, the Andersons 
decided to make the move. 
About 20 of Sylvia's congrega- 
tion members followed them, 
hoping to make a difference, 
too. Many where born and 
raised in Florida, but wanted 
to go anyway. 

"The reason I named it New 
Beginnings is because we had 
just moved here from West 
Palm Beach and that was 
what the Lord was telling us 
— a new beginning," Sylvia 
said. "I also have an outreach, 
so 1 put two and two together 
and this is what we got: New 
Beginnings Outreach." 

The Andersons arrived in the 
winter of '94, a cold one by 
their accounts. From warm, 
sunny Florida they weren't 
prepared for the chilly blast 
Virginia Beach offered. 

"It was like the worst winter 
they'd had in many years. 1 
thought maybe the devil was 
fighting us. We had no coats, 
no boots, no warms clothes for 
the winter." Sylvia recalled. 
"It was a trying time." 



Despite their own chal- 
lenges, the Andersons couldn't 
forget there were those who 
needed help^ 

"I knew that the Lord led me 
to the oceanfront for some rea- 
son, so we prayed and 
prayed," she remembered. 

In two years New Begin- 
nings has grown from a con- 
gregation of 20 to 65. They 
hope the new building will 
bring more potential members, 
as will the outreach that offers 
food, clothing and a listening 
ear to the needy. 

Virginia Beach's homeless, 
"the lost souls," are a special 
concern. 

But their goal is 
the same: reach 

out to the less 
fortunate. 
Drawing on past 
experiences, the 
Andersons can't 
forget who they 

are or where 
they came from. 

"They have no hope. That's 
why I believe we were put 
here." said Sylvia. 

The Andersons are a hus- 
band-wife ministry team. 

Sylvia, by James' descrip- 
tion, sings "beautifully." 

In turn. James composes 
music for the words that 
Sylvia writes, and the two 
have already released a CD 
together. James likes to joke 
their style makes them like 
"the Ike and Tina Turner of 
gospel." 

The two are different, yet 
compliment each other. 

"We draw from our different 
backgrounds and strengths," 
James explained. "When I 
married my wife she was al- 
ready in the ministry and very 



active in evangelism and 
street meetings. She was al- 
ways heard by the people on 
the streets, people hurting. 
She'd walk right through an 
inner-city crap game and 
make them back up." 

James, who grew up in Bal- 
timore, focused his attention 
on foreign missions. 

"I always felt that we should 
utilize our resources in Amer- 
ica and help other countries, 
give them something we have. 
I've spent time in Haiti. Ja- 
maica and possibly, some- 
time, Africa. I'm looking to 
finish my divinity master's de- 
gree in missions at Regent 
University," he said. 

But their goal is the same: 
reach out to the less fortunate. 
Drawing on past experiences, 
the Andersons can't forget who 
they are or where they came 
from. 

"She was raised rural poor; I 
was raised urban poor. To- 
gether we reach out to the 
broken people," James said. 
"But we can't forget a lot of 
wealthy people are hurt emo- 
tionally, too. You can't buy 
happiness." 

Through their street out- 
reach, church ministry and 
program for young women that 
Sylvia runs. Girls Talk, the 
Andersons know they're finally 
fulfilling their dream. 

The bar-tumed-church is just 
another step. 

But it's going slowly. New 
Beginnings has been rehabili- 
tating the building for about 
one month now: painting, 
electrical work, pulling out the 
bar. 

But there's still much to do: 
carpet, ceiling, decorating. 

Looking around the mess, 
the Andersons weren't daunted 
by the work ahead of them. 

"The Lord has blessed us." 
Sylvia said simply. 

James smiled. 

"And what better place 
where people can gather to be 
filled with the Spirit?" 

Amen.

footsteps while still others, like 
Helfant, were drawn to it by 
chance. 

"I was a builder, and I was 
working on a project for a young 
gentleman who was a firefighter 
on the Naval Base." Helfant said. 
"We became friends," and when 
the young firefighter decided "to 
volunteer for the city" Helfant 
went with him. 

Like ail volunteers, Helfant had 
to complete training to enable 
him to respond to medical 
emergencies. The new recruits 
begin with a first respondent's 
class, then advance to CPR 
training. They can also become 
certified as emergency medical 
technicians, then they have the 
option of training as shock trauma 
technicians, cardiac technicians 
or paramedics. 

The more adventurous can 
become dive team members, 
although Helfant, who learned to 
dive when he Joined the rescue 
squad, cautions that this task 
presents unique challenges. You 
don't have to be a super-athlete, 
but you do have to be emotionally 
equipped to perform this grim task 
under challengmg conditions. 

"It's mentally lough," he said. 
"You're looking for the victim, 
and the visibility is zero. You 
can't see anything, so you have to 
feel your way, and your anxiety 
level is up. 

It's rare that divers can reach a 
drowning victim in time to revive 
him, "but we're always in the 
mode of doing it as a save, 
because there's always that slim 
possibility that we might be able 
to do something." 

It's also worth the effort to 
recover the body, Helfant added 
"because then at least you have 
something to give to the family, 
because the quicker you can do 
that the quicker the healing 
{xocess can begin."

ponds or burrow pits, "and they're 
the ones who hurt the most 
because they're just out trying to 
be kids and have a good time, 
and accidents happen," 

It's also very painful to see a 
child die in a car accident, 
although Helfant's seen a marked 
decrease in fatalities since infant 
seats became mandatory. Still, 
too many parents either fail to use 
them or don't install them 
properly, he added. 

"The most senseless thing I've 
ever seen was a head-on accident 
on London Bridge Road that 
killed a mother and her newborn 
baby," he said. 

The family was en route to the 
airport to pick up a visiting 
relative when a drunk driver hit 
them "and the mother was holding 
the baby in her lap. If he'd been 
in a car seat, she'd have still been 
killed but at least the baby would 
have survived." 

Helfant also encourages parents 
to have thSir child's safety seat 
checked by a rescue squad 
member to make sure it's properly 
installed. "A lot of time the seats 
aren't installed j^operly," he said, 
"but people can come by any fire 
station VQ have them checked." 



Although there's an 
occasional serious accident or 
drowning, medical emergencies 
pn^bly account for most of the 
calls the squad members receive. 
Helfant said. As duty field 
commander, he coordinates the 
city's i^Kue operations, handles 
the paperwork, and responds to 
cilli "if there's more than one 



ambulance involved." He 
volunteers about 30 hours a week, 
but he said the number of calls 
vary "with never a rhyme or 
reason why it happens." 

"It can be real quiet, then in an 
hour, you can get 11 calls," he 
said. "And the number of calls do 
go up in the summer because 
there's more pet^le in town." 

Funding comes primarily from 
donations, although the city pays 
for the training, insurance, fuel for 
the vehicles and, in most cases, 
the building. Each neighborhood 
rescue squad raises its own funds, 
but they all plan to get together 
next year for a l»sh to celebrate 
their SOth anniversary as a 
volunteer organization. The 
members are contemplating a 
huge pig roast at one of the city's 
parks, he said. 

"We don't want anything 
formal," said Helfant, "but we do 
want to get all of the old 
members we can find there." He 
said that they've stayed in contact 
with most of the members, and 
added that the volunteer work is a 
good way to form lasting 
friendships. He met his wife, 
Debbie, when they were both 
working at the Princess Anne 
station. 

"This is one of the most 
gratifying things you can do," 
Helfant said, "You know that how 
you perform could save a life, or 
improve the quality of a life."

Looking at the mural, a 
sense of pride wells up in the 
artist, who paid special attention 
to each detail. 

It's a joyous picture: children 
laughing, playing, studying na- 
ture, caught in the bliss of their 
own small worlds. Stelly, proud of 
her Virginia heritage, incorpo- 
rated the dogwood and cardinal in 
the painting. 

Keeping the picture current 
with the trends, some children 
wear clothing decorated with 
Barney the Dinosaur.

"I even put a little boy in a Old 
Dominion University T-shirt," 
Stelly grinned. 

Although the mural's children 
.are fictitious, Stelly did put her 
own granddaughter, Ja$6ona, in 
the picture. The little girl has a 
"Lion King" book in front of her, 
but slie is more interested in a 
monarch butterfly fluttering 
nearby. 

With that project complete, 
Stelly is ready to finish up her 
master's degree in December. Af- 
ter that she'll enter "the real 
world," which she admits could 
be a scary experience. 

"For almost 10 years now I've 
been back in school," said Stelly, 
who like many women of her 
generation gave up an education 
for a husband and children. "It's 
probably like someone who's been 
in the military for a number of 
years and is getting out. You don't 
know what to expect." 

Already she and her husband, 
Howard, have moved out of the 
big family home and into an 
apartment near the beach. Stelly 
is ready to embark on her new 



life, but first she must complete 
her thesis art show. 

Stelly will hang the exhibit at 
Portsmouth City Hall because it 
holds so many fond memories. 

"Back when I was 4, S and 6, 
before my parents built out in 
Green Acres, I grew up in down- 
town Portsmouth at Court and 
Clifford street.

It was so safe," she 
reminisced.

Kids learn math, science in 'fun' way

Camp is supposed to be fun. 

What is fun about math and 
science camp? 

Building a playhouse from 
scratch. 

Rising sixth, seventh and eighth 
graders from all over Virginia 
Beach spent the past two weeks 
doing just that at a special math 
and science camp at Kemps 
Landing Magnet School. 

"The purpose of the camp it to 
increase student awareness of 
math and science in a fun way 
and to help them with problem 



solving and really using science 
skills to do things," explained 
Susan Smith, camp coordinatcnr. 

The students were 
recommended for the camp by 
teachers from their schools and 
were given a chance to take one 
of three classes offered: coastal 
ecology, computers or 
construction. 

The construction class, under 
the direction of teacher Roger 
Crider, built a playhouse using 
math and science formulas and 
theories — with a little bit of 
paint and creativity to boot.

so they could experience

He divided the students up into 
four teams. Each was in charge of 
a particular part of the project, 
either sides or the roof of the 
structure. 

It was first assembled out of 
paper, then transformed into a 
playhouse 61 -inches long, 68- 
inches high and 32-inches wide. 

Under time and tool constraints, 
the structure was completed on 
the last day of camp. 

Using creativity, the students 
overcame a few hurdles to 
completing the house. While it 
didn't look quite like their first 
image, everyone was pleased 
with the fmal results. 

"This is not a shop, this is a 
classroom." said Crider of his 
mundane-looking surroundings, 
complex with a green chalkb<»rd 
and desks. "I brought some hand 
tools for Uiem to use." 

Using a yardstick with a hole 
punched in it to create circular 
windows, the children went to 
work. 

When they didn't come out 
quite like perfect circles, 
creativity kicked in. 

"Instead of quitting, the kids 
im^vi^ umI miule it into t fish 
shqpe,* said Smith. "As a nmilt of 
that ttoy decided to turn the 
whole thing into an aquarium 
Uieme." 

The finished product include 
l»inted Qtq>ical fish in a blue sea 
with various plants and marine 
creatures.

Crider said that the students 
wanted to give it away, rather 
than sell it, arrd the principal at 
Thalia Elementary School found a 
family to take the colorful 
playhouse. 

"We asked for young children 
that could use a playhouse that 
had a yard they could put it in," 
Crider explained. Tliey found one. 

Brandi Leavell, 13, had a 
different idea of what was the 
best part of the camp. 

"The fun part was actually 
socializing with people I don't 
already know," Leavell said 
thoughtfully. "We're different, and 
I Reamed something fnnn them 
and they learned something from 
me." 

There were many lessons to be 
learned, aside from how to use 
tools and mathemaUcal equations 
to create a playhouse. 

One was time management. 

Another was woricing through a 
setback. 

"It taught me that you don't 
look at it as mistakes," said 
Leavell. "You look at it as 
another way to look at the 
problem. Then you see something 
you didn't sw the first time." 

At first, Leavell said, her 
mq^her wasn't too sure about 
letting her daughter participate in 
the camp course. 

"She thought it was a bad idea 
cause it was too easy," said 
Leavell. "But it wasn't easy, 
because you think about it you're 
really got to know your math and 
you've got to picture things before 
you start it." 

Whitt, on the other hand, said 
it was her mother's idea to get 
involved in the camp. When she 
told her daughter about it, it 
souncted like a fun way to le«n. 

Other students, like Michael 
Miner, 11, came into the camp 
with an eye for ac^kmics,

City dives into water safety 

Beach demonstrations 
taught residents to 
always play it safe

Virginia Beach plunged into 
water safety with demonstrations 
last weelc at the Oceanfront. 

Lifeguards demonstrated 
lifesaving techniques, and the 
Zodiac Dive Team brought their 
trucic for people to examine. But 
the highlight was a pair of sea-air 
rescues by the Coast Guard 
helicopter from Elizabeth City, 
NC • * 

The helicopter rescues were so 
realistic that despite commentary 
by Mike Pettinger of the Ocean 
Park Volunteer Rescue Squad at 
least one tourist was overheard 
asking who was drowning. 

Of course, no one was even in 
danger. It was all part of Virginia 
Beach's concern for the safety of 
tourists and its own citizens. 

"It's part of our mission," said 
Ann Dearman, coordinator of the 
event. As education and program 
director of the Old Coast Guard 
Station Museum, she believes 
that encouragement of safety in 
the water outside the museum is a 
fulfillment of the exhibits inside 
it. 

Rescue squadsman Pettinger 
said that Virginia Beach is one of 
the safest beaches on the East 
Coast. Due to the efficiency of 
the city's emergency rescue 
resources, there are very few 
drownings. 

"Last year we had about 60 
rescues in the boat alone," he 
said. "Of those, about 90 percent 
were during the summer months 
when the tourists were here." 

Most rescues were swimmers, 
boaters or wind surfers who had 
gotten into dangerous waters, 
although there have also been 
occasional calls to save people 
who have gotten out in winter on 
thin ice on some of the city's 
lakes or who have accidentally 
driven cars into bodies of water. 

Occasionally, there are more 
dramatic rescue needs, such as 
aircraft crashes. 

"Two years ago we had two 
aircraft crashes at the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel," 
said Pettinger. He also 
remembered a helicopter going 
down in Lynnhaven Bay.

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Twenty-six percent have job 
sharing programs with 10 percent 
considering or developing. 

Additionally, telecommuting, or 
"flex place" programs, are 
currently in effect among 17 
percent of the employers. An 
equal percentage are either 
developing or considering them. 

Because child care demands 
can disrupt the normal balance 
between an individual's work and 
personal life, large numbers of 
employers sponsor one or more 
child care assistance programs or 
plan to do so. 

At a minimum, 73 percent 
presently offer a dependent care 
spending account, and 23 percent 
more are developing or 
considering such a benefit. 

Moreover, 24 percent presently 
have contacts with organizations 
that provide referral services to 
day-care centers, and 10 percent 
more are developing or 
considering such a program. 
Emergency or sick child care 
services are offered by 13 
percent, and under development 
or consideration by 14 percent. 

Along with child care, elder 
care is concerning employers as 
more employees find it necessary 
to assist aging family members 
with their day-to-day needs. 
However, by comparison with 
child care, fewer (36 percent) of 
the survey companies presently 
offer some form of elder care 
assistance. Those that do 
typically offer referrals to outside 
agencies. 

"Presently, child care benefits 
are more than twice as prevalent 
as those for elder care. But 
interest in these latter 
arrangements is likely to grow as 
the population continues to age,"

Currently in use at more than 
three-fourths of the survey 
companies, EAPs give employees 
an accessible source of 
counseling about problems 
relating to alcohol, gambling and 
other compulsive and addictive 
problems, personal debt and 
family illness. 

Of the employers sponsoring 
EAPs, 66 percent contract the 
plans to outside vendors, but 
about one-fifth provide the 
programs in-house. 

Other programs that many 
employers currently or so(mi will 
offer include: 

■ Stress management, offered 
by 52 percent of the respondents. 
Eighteen percent who do not offer 
a program are developing or 
considering one; 

■ Pre-retirement planning, 
offered by 47 percent, with 37 
who do not offer it are developing 
or considering one; and, 

■ Fitness/nutfitional counseling 
46 percent with 20 percent 
developing or considering. 

Among the survey participants, 
72 percent offer multi-culturalism 
or diversity u-aining sessions to 
employees, typically in group 
sessions. Of these employers, 43 
percent provide training to make 
employees more sensitive to 
cultural diversity; 40 percent 
provide harassment-free 
workplace training; 32 percent 
provide disability awareness 
training; and, 25 percent provide 
gender issues awareness training. 
Typically, employers sponsor 
more than one such diversity- 
related program.

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City changes bulkhead rules

The city has made changes in 
its ordinance relating to 
hazardous marine structures that 
will help expedite procedures 
used to make sure bulkheads are 
safe. 

The changes generally provide 
for an appeal process for property 
owners whose bulkheads are 
determined by the city to be 
hazardous. 

In the past the city has notified 
the property owner that the 
bulkhead is hazardous and should 
be repaired or removed. In cases 
of non-compliance the city is 
empowered to do the work and 
charge the property owner. 

The ordinance has been applied 
in particular to Sandbridge Beach 
where bulkheads have been 



battered by storms resulting in a 
hazardous situation on the beach. 

However, in two cases 
involving challenges to the city's 
enforcement of the ordinance, the 
Circuit Court of Virginia has 
rendered two conflicting ruhngs. 
In one case, which involved two 
owners. Judge Edward W. Hanson 
Jr. found the ordinance valid. In 
the other. Judge A.B. Shockley 

With the ordinance changes, a 
property owner has to opportunity 
to appeal the determination of 
the Director of. Public Works or 
his agent that a bulkhead or other 
marine structure is hazardous and 
provides for a prompt hearing of 
the appeal before the city 
manager or bis designee. The 
appeal must been made within 15 
business days of the date on 
which the determination was 
mailed.

Participating in the 
presentation were John Stasko, 
refuge manager at the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge, and 
Ken Merril, refuge manager at 
Mackey Island, 

Louis Cullipher, the city's 
director of agriculture, said the 
money will be used for the 
agriculture reserve program 
(ARP). a {xx)gram wher« the city 
purchases development rights 
from farm owners in an effort to 
preserve agriculture in the city.

Access to subjects and 
locations is often restricted as 
well. 

"Half the people in the wcffld 
say "no, no, no," Wolf noted, 
regardless of the question. 
When he arrived in Virginia 
Beach, however, it was quite 
different.

ODU expands local education offerings

Old Dominion University's 
presence in the resort city is ex- 
panding again. 

On the heels of unveiling a 
permanent home for its Virginia 
Beach Higher Education Center, 
now located in a temporary space 
on Little Neck Road, ODU is 
again expanding its offerings here. 

This time it's Weekend Col- 
lege, a program offering 76 
courses and eight degree pro- 
grams on Fridays and Saturdays. 
Set to begin Aug. 24, an informa- 
tional session explaining Week- 
end College is scheduled for Aug. 
17 from 10 a.m. to noon. 



"The university is committed to 
serving a growing population of 
adult students who are otherwise 
obligated during the workweek," 
said ODU President James V, 
Koch. 

High school juniors and seniors 
interested in getting an early be- 
ginning on their college career 
can also take advantage of the 
program. In addition to the Beach 
location. Weekend College will 
be held at the Peninsula and Tri- 
Cities higher education centers 
and the main campus in Norfolk. 

An added bonus of the program 
is extended office hours. Students 
who need help will benefit from 
special hours Fridays (5 to 8 p.m.) 



and Saturdays (8 a.m. to 5 p.m.). 

"If students want to come to 
this campus to register, pay bills 
or do whatever is necessary, the 
office will be open and available 
to them," said Koch. 

Weekend College is another 
example of ODU's efforts to be 
responsive to the needs of its stu- 
dents, serving them "where they 
are and when they're available," 
Koch explained. 

It's another sign that ODU is on 
the move. 

Last year the university lopped 
an enrollment of 17,000 students 
(4,000 at the Beach campus), did 
$50 million in research, had its 
first Rhodes Scholar, raised $6 



million, and marked the first un- 
dergraduate stuttent in Virginia to 
receive a patent 

"In terms of what we're achiev- 
ing — standards and tite like — 
I'd say we had a pretty good 
year," said Koch. 

One of dDU's most exciting 
announcements to date is the new 
Virginia Be^h Higher Education 
Center, a joint project with Nor- 
folk State University. 

With a pro^ted opening in the 
fall of 1998, Koch is hoping that 
"two years from now, if all goes 
well, the building «'ill be com- 
plete and we'll start activities

WIPING OUT CHILD ABUSE 

Helping youngsters, families 

They are the smallest prey of a most heinous 
crime: child abuse. In 1995i more than 2.700 
youngsters from South Hai^pton Roads were 
identified by the area's child 'protective services 
as victims of violence. Of that number, 1,150 
were under the age of 6. On the national level 
the number of child abuse fatalities since 1985 
has increased by 39 percent, or three children 
per day. 

These sad statistics brought a response last 
spring from Family Services of Tidewater and 
other educational/social service agencies. 
Together, they committed to forming a coalition 
to provide more intensive programs to families 
— programs not to duplitate existing services. 

The result, under the name South Hampton 
Roads Coalition, was Healthy Families. Program 
goals are to decrease child abuse and neglect, 
enhance parent-child relationships, and 
increase school readiness and immunizations. 

They are lofty goals, but Healthy Families just 
got a big boost to help it reach them. Through a 
$24,000 grant from the Family and Children's 
Trust Fund of Virginia. Healthy Families can 
now hire a coordinator. In turn, the program 
will screen first-time parents to identify those 
in need of support and parent education. The 
parents most at risk are those faced with 
serious health and social problems, drug abuse, 
isolation and a history of domestic violence. 

Their potential victims are their children — 
neglected and abused. 

Through Healthy Families, a home visitor is 
sent to an identified, at-risk family to assess the 
services needed. A course of action, from 
parent education to linking community 
resources with the family and transportation to 
those resources, is then provided. 

One of 200 Healthy Families programs across 
the nation, Hampton Roads' appears to be off to 
a good start. Ultimately, it hopes there will be 
an increase in healthy, immunized, happy 
youngsters ready to tackle the challenges of 
school. Let's hope their dreams come true for 
the sake of all children.

Gov. George Allen kindly named 
me to hisCommissionon Tax Policy, 
chaired by Del. Alan Diamonstein, 
D-Newport News, and Sen. Walter 
Stosch, R-Henrico. 

When establishing the commis- 
sion by executive order, Allen stated 
his own view: "I remain ccnnmitted 
to lowering the tax burden for 
Virginia's 
working 
families." At 
least in part, 
this study is 
the product 
of the 

assembly's 
rejection of 
t h e 
governor's 
proposed tax 
cuts in 1995. 
While the 
commission 
will make an 
interim re- 
port to the 
last regular 
session of the 
legislature over which Allen will 
preside as governor, the main body 
of its work will be the business of 
the next governor, who may or may 
not share Allen's vision of lower 
taxes. 

The late Sen. Ed Willey used to 
say if you're against makingastudy 
you're in favor of ignorance. But 
there must be a reasonable prospect 
of study bearing fruit to justify the 
time and expense. 

Too often in the past, that hasn't 
been the case, and may not be here. 
Changing tax policy will require 
broad support. But the most recent 
state election might be interpreted 
as supporting the status quo on taxes. 
For what it's worth, Virginia 
Tech's Center for Survey Research 
recently polled 1 , 1 68 Virginians and 
found general satisfaction with ex- 
isting levels of spending for a vari- 
ety of governmental services. 

The main exception was public 
education. Only 5 percent of those 
polled believed we were spending 
too much on public schools while 
54 percent thought we weren't 
spending enough. 

With expenditures now averag- 
ing about S7,500 a student for a 
school year of 1 80 days, it's hard to 
know what would satisfy them. Of 
course, most of those polled likely 
had no idea what we're spending 
and a proper question would have 
stated the amount before asking 
whether it was too little or too much. 
The magic of state taxation is that 



most citizens have no idea what 
they're paying oreven whcffthey're 
paying it. The individual income 
lax, with its maximum rate of 5.75 
percent, raises more than $4 billion 
a year, or 55 percent of all state 
general-fund revenues. But most of 
it is collected by employers with- 
holding from wages. The greatest 
work of modem liberalism was turn- 
ing employers into lax collectors 
and causing workers to focus on 
lake-home pay rather than gross in- 
come. 

Then, there's the 4.5 percent sales 
tax collected by merchanLs and the 
motor-fuel tax of 1 7.5 cents a gallon 
obligingly collected by service sta- 
tions. In all 41 Virginia cities, a 
local prepared-foods lax averaging 
about 4.5 percent is tacked on to the 
sales tax, bringing the total on res- 
taurant tabs to around 9 percent, 
which does get noticed. 

While cities and towns can im- 
pose a meals tax by ordinance — 
and almost all havedoneso — coun- 
ties may levy it only be a referen- 
dum of voters. By the end of 1994, 
only 21 of Virginia's 96 counties 
imposed this tax. Many had asked in 
vain for voters to approve a meals

tax, which may provide a more real- 
istic picture of the attitudes of real 
voters than the Virginia Tech poll. 

The General Assembly has au- 
thorized 11 localities in Northern 
Virginia to levy a local tax on motor 
fuel. This now brings them about 
$20 million a year, mainly to sup- 
port mass transit. 

Urban bus systems in Roanoke, 
Richmond and Tidewater are facing 
large cuts in federal aid that has paid 
about half their sizable operating 
deficits and 90 percent of capiial 
ouday. They would dearly love to 
levy a local motor-fuel lax. But the 
legislature, looking to raise the slate 
fuel lax, isn't likely to grant more 
variances. 

There are several other sources of 



state revenue that most taxpayers 
either don'tpay, or do so only indi- 
rectly. Virginia's 6 percent tax m 
ccHporaie profits raises about $400 
million a year. Compared to other 
stales, it's a bit on the low side. But 
given the dog-eat-dog competition 
to attract new business ventures, no 
increase is likely. 

Virginia enacted its first "death" 
tax in 1844 with a rate of 2 percent. 
It now reaches a maximum of 16 
percent on estates exceeding $10 
million. But heirs receive a credit 
against federal estate taxes for those 
paid the state. Under present law, 
most estates pay no Virginia inher- 
itance tax, which raises only about 
$50 million a year. 

A larger source of "unseen" rev- 
enue is the tax on insurance premi- 
ums, now raising about $220 mil- 
lion a year for stale coffers. Coming 
down the scale, we find the tax on 
bank capital, which raises some $25 
million a year for the state and lo- 
calities 

The statecigarette tax of 2.5 cents 
a pack is now the lowest in the 
country and raises only $ 1 5 million 
a year. But Virginia is one of only 
six states allowing localities to im- 
pose their own tax. At least 3 1 Vir- 
ginia localities impose local taxes 
as high as 35 cents a pack and raise 
about $30 million a year. 

As with the meals tax and several 
others, cities and towns can do it by 
ordinance while counties can't. So 
far, the tobacco lobby has been suc- 
cessful in restricting the local tax to 
two counties only, Fairfax and Ar- 
lington, and limiting it there to 5 
cents a pack. 

Taxes on alcoholic beverages and 
profits from ABC stores generate 
about $140 million for the slate. Of 
course, sales taxes are also collected 
on beer, wine and spirits. In the 
"sin" category we also find the "vol- 
untary" tax of the lottery now pro- 
ducing about $330 million for the 
state. ^ 

In 1993, the latest year for which 
complete data is available, state and 
local taxes in Virginia amounted to 
$2,068 per capita. This placed us 
30th among the states and the high- 
est in our region. But when taxes are 
expressed as a percent of personal 
income, Virginia ranked 44th at just 
over 10 percent, compared to a na- 
tional average of 11.59 percent. 

That difference, while seemingly 
small, is signifcanu It means a typi- 
cal Virginia family might pay al- 
most $800 a year less in slate and 
local taxes than the national aver- 
age.

From the time Virginia was settled 
by the English, the official church 
was the Church of England. That this 
church be 
represented

Colony was 
by English 
L a, w ; 
therefore, 
most 
habitants of 
what was 
later called 
Princess 
Anne County 
were 
Anglicans. 

The 17th 
century saw a 
period of 
change in the 
Church of 
England. In 
1844, when Oliver Cromwell 
executed Charles I, the state church 
became Presbyterian until 1860, when 
Charles II ascended to the throne. 

The ruling body of the Parish 
Church was the Vestry, prominent 
men who were active and served for 
life and were responsible for the 
morale of the community. They 
represented all the local and municipal 
Govemmentin Virginia and they also 
heldecommandingposition in church 
affairs. 

The first Anglican Church in what 
was to become Princess Anne County 
was built on die Lynnhaven River in 
1640 on land given by Adam 
Thoroughgood. The first Vestry was 
elected at that time. This church was 
called the Lynnhaven Parish Church 
and was built on land still known 
today as Church Point. 

When erosion caused the graveyard 
to sink, the church began to give way. 
It was abandoned in 1692, and the 
court ordered a new brick church 
built fiffther up the river "near the 
ferry." This land belonged to the John 
Thoroughgood branch of the 
Thoroughgood family and was a part: 
of Adam Thoroughgood's "Grand 
Patent." This new brick church, later 
called Donation, was built an two 
acres of land making use of the 
materials and furnishings of the 
abandoned Church Point structure. 
In 1733, Paster Malbone was 
authorized to build and furnish a new 
and larger church at this same 
location. The old Donation Episcopal 
Church, was received from the 
builders in 1736. This third parish 
church burned in 1 849 but was rebuilt 
latCT according to the original plan. 
The new church burned in 1882 
during a forest fire and stood roofless 
until it was restored in 1916. Parish 
Church status was given again in 
1943 but only die walls are original. 
After the Revolutionary War, the 
Church was given the name of Old 
Donation due to its proximity to 
Donation Farms. 

Old Donation Episcopal Church at 
4449 N. Witchduck Road has amcmg 
its prized possessions, colonial sil ver 
ccMnmunion pieces. The patent was 
acquired in 1711 as a gift from 
Maximilian Boush, a church warden. 
It is engraved with his coat of arms. 
The goblet, acquired in 1712, and 
the flagon, acquired in 1716, were 
given to the church from Queen 
Xnne's Bounty. Old Donation's 



marble front and pewter alms basin 
are said to have come for the original 
Lynnhaven Church at Church Point. 

Emmanuel Episcopal Church 

This church was erected in 1843 
after die burning of Old Donation 
because fewer famil ies lived near Old 
Donation. It is located just east of the 
Kempsville-Witchduck-Princess 
Anne roads intersection. Early 
parishioners were Walke, Seldon, 
Baxter, Hoggard, Ingram, Garrison, 
Herbert, Woodhouse, Whiiehurst, 
Canoway, Peuy, Scott and Foster. 
This Church burned down in 1943. 

Thepresentbuilding wasdedicated 
in August 1947 on the same site. 

Eastern Shore Chapel 

The first Eastern Shore Chapel was 
located on the north branch of Wolf 
Snare Creek. It stood where the 
present FirstColonial Baptist Church 
now stands. 

The second Eastern Shore Chapel 
was built in 1730 on land adjacent to 
Salisbury Plains Plantation and given 
to the church by its owner, Joel 
Comick. It was located approximately 
two miles soudi of the sitcof Uie first. 
The congregation grew and elected 
to build a new and larger bride chapel 
in 1743. 

It was completed in 1755 and the 
membership grew end prospered. It 
was here in 1785, that die Vesiry 
made its pledge to die new doctrine 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
During the War Between die States, 
Union troops used die church as a 
stable for dieir horses. Aldiough the 
chapel was restored after the war and 
as a resul t of Uic changeover from the 
supervision of the Church of England 
to the new Protestant Episcopal 
Church, there was no regular minister 
from the outbreak of die Revolution 
unul 1785. 

When Oceana Naval Air Station 
expanded dieir property in 1951, a 
copy of die diird Eastern ShoreChapel 
was built at 2020 Laskin Road on a 9- 
acre tract of land on Wolfsnare Lake 
given by Henry C. Smithers and his 
daughter Helen Smidiers Eager. The 
last service held in the third Chapel 
was Jan. 27, 1952, die first service in 
the new and present church was held 
April 18, 1954. A silver communion 
service purchased in London in 1759 
by order of Thomas Walke and 
Francis Thoroughgood Land is still 
being used.

Up close and personal

Virginia Beach's Community Policing 
Project coordinator is so busy that by die 
time May came around this year, his 
artificial Christmas tree was still standing. 
It's still there — ornaments, glitz, lights and 
all — ready for the '96 holiday season. 

"^ut, hey, that's OK!" grinned Lt. Jim 
Cervera. "It's a nice conversation piece. And 
I'm a happy person, so we have a Chrisunas 
tree year-round." 

Considering his jam-packed schedule of 
police duties, FEMA Task Force 
responsibilities and work as an adjunct 
professor at Tidewater Community College, 
a Christmas tree is one of life's small 
details. 

For two years now the New Jersey native 
has been working to make Virginia Beach's 
high-crime neighborhoods safer, friendlier 
places to live. The Community Policing 
Project will eventually put 75 officers in 
high-crime communities and along the 
oceanfront. 

"For a minimum of diree years, officers 
work that neighborhood and everything that 
hapi^ns in it," Cervera explained. "They 
also baild up community-based support 
systems. From there we'll eventually going 
to turn die responsibility of crime prevention 
back to the community — where it belongs." 
Unfortunately, he continued, in large 
cities like Virginia Beach there is no sense 
of community and infrastructure. His 
program is working to change diat. 

"My assessment of Virginia Beach is that 
it's a great place, but most places in 
Virginia Beach don't have neighborhoods. 
They have housing ti^cts. Neighbors 'do' for 
each other. We're beginning to do something 
about that. The officers are doing a great 
job." 
Lake Edward is a prime example. 
"A couple of years ago we had a situation 
in that area where there were a number of 
nightclubs and shootings. Our officers, in 
conjunction with the regular precinct 
officers, worked very hard at removing guns 
off the sU'cets. Within six months we had 
about 100 guns, Which doubles some of the 
big-name' experiment^ around the countfy. 
We did it based on dignity and respect, 
made a lot of arrests and cut out the 
shootings." 

Cervera likened the concept of community 
policing to a medical situation and offered 
this analogy. 

"There's a bad car accident, a person's 
hurt real bad and is going to need a lot of 
long-term care and series of opeiations. But 
if you don't stop the bleeding on the scene 
the guy is going to die on the way to die 
hospital. What we do is we stabilize the 
victim (the neighborhood), stop the 
"bleeding," in essence, and go in with short- 
term programs on how to build a community. 
Then there's the long-term rehabilitation of 
getting the neighborhood involved in being 
good citizens." 

As coordinator, Cervera is in charge of die 
program's administrative end. 

"I have five different budget units totaling 
about S3 million, make sure they have die 
equipment and resources ihey need, and 
make sure they're pretty much headed in the 
right direction. But diey work direcUy for 
precinct commanders. I'm sitting in this 
office, so I can't tell somebody the best 
thing to do in Twin Canal Village and dien 
Lake Edward. They know the best thing to 
do. I just guide them in the right direction." 

The Community Policing Project is also 
about neighborhood empowerment, which 
can prove difficult considering Virginia 
Beach's high number of transient families. 

"The big thing about the Beach Is that it 
has the highest mobility rate of people in die 
country. Across our city every five years 52 
percent of the people are going to move 
away. So it's real difficult to say, 'Do you 
have a long-term investment here? Or are 
you here with die military, or is diis a stop- 
off point to anodier job?' These are some of 
the issues we're dealing with." 

As part of community policing, this fall 
the School Resource Program will be put 
into action at die city's public high schools. 
An officer will call each high school his or 
her tiase of operations. 

"It's not because our high schools are out 
of control," Cervera noted. "But we don't 
want them to be, so why wait? Anodier diing 
is diat these oH'icers are going to be doing a 
lot of pro-active work. Most crime is 
committed by people between the ages of 14 
and 24. Young people under age 18 should 
be in school, so we're going to interact with 
them direcdy." 

Cervera, who has been with the Virginia 
Beach Police Department for 18 years in 
every capacity from beat officer to 
investigations, is optimistic about the 
possibilities of cwnmunity policing — just 
as he is about law enforcement in general. 

"It's fun being a cop!" he shared. "Except 
fw KMne military people, I diink I've seen 
everything. And it's a good filing knowing 
5«)u're making a difference." 

If law enforcement is Cervera's first 
I»ssioh. then educltioi runs a close s«:ond. 
Cervera likes to joke that he's been in 
%hool all his life, and now he is working mi 
his doctorate in urban management. In 
addition, he also finds time to teach 
criminology at TCC's Virginia Beach 
campus. 
The iwn-stcy lieutenant is also one of cmly 
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equipment and resources they need, make sure 

they're pretty much headed in the right direction. 
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I'm sitting in this office, so I can't tell somebody 

the best thing to do in Twin Canal Village 
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a few police officers across the country 
serving as a FEMA Task Force member. 
Team spaces are normally reserved for 
firefighters. Cervera likes being the 
exception, despite the challenges. Last year 
he went down to Florida to offer Hurricane 
Opal aid, and most recently Cervera 
returned from the Summer Games in Adanta 
for training. The local task force missed the 
Olympic Village bombing by one day. 

Cervera laughed that the real action came 
on dieir way home to Virginia Beach, when 
the airplane was struck by lightening. 

"I can just remember saying. This is not a 
good tiling! This is not a good place to be!" 
he joked. 

Safe and sound on the ground again, 
Cervera was welcomed back by his loving 
family and the newest "bright" spot in his 
life, his 1-year-old grandson, Bailey. A proud 
grandpapa, photographs of the youngster dot 
Cervera's office walls at police headquarters. 

Cervera is also a strong supporter of 
Norfolk-based Operation Smile and ai^ually 
organizes a fund-raising effort for the cause 
by selling refrigerator magnets. The average 
amount raised is S2,200. 

"It's not a lot of money, but it helps. 1 m 
just happy knowing that a couple of kids are 
getting a boost in life," he explained. 

A resident of Virginia Beach's Bellamy 
Plantations, Cervera is also a graduate of 
the FBI National Academy in Quantico and 
coordinates the police dcparimcni's Honor 
Guard program.

Lt. (later Confederate 
General) Robert E. Lee and his 
bride often were entertained by 
the post band during their three- 
year stay as he completed work 
on the fortifications at Fort 
Monroe. At the end of the Civil 
Wu', music "drifting from the 
nearby parade field was one of 
the few things to Weak the 
loneliness of Confederate 
President Jefferson Davis; two 
year confinement on the fort. 

Until May 1944 all bends on 
Fort Monroe were affiliated 
with Artillery or Coastal 
Artillery units. With the 1972 
consolidation of the 50th Army 
Band at Fort Monroe and the 
69th Army Band of California, 
the U.S. Continental Army 
Band was formed. The band's 
primary mission today is to 
provide support for United 
States Training and Doctrine 
Command functions, and to act 
as ambassadors of the 
command, from its local 
civilian and military population 



to all parts of the country. 

The band performs a variety 
of music with its many diverse 
groups. Primary ensembles are 
the Concert Band, Marching 
Band, Jazz Band TRADOC 
Rock, the Dixieland Band, 
Shorudorum (country), and the 
Brass and Woodwind Quintets. 
The band has toured in nearly 
all 50 states. Nationwide event 
in which the band has 
participated include the Orange 
Bowl and Cotton Bowl Parades, 
the 1981 Presidential 
Inauguration Parade, the 
Yorktown Bicentennial 
Celebration, the World's Fair 
and the Pasadena Tournament 
of Roses Parade.

Knowing the *how to' of budgeting 
is Vsy to uriloclcing its benefits 



Like exercising more or eating 
less, budgeting can be one of 
those "good-for-you" assignments 
that — because you don't actually 
do it — seldom result in "Good 
for you!" But just as a better 
lifestyle can improve your 
physical health, a budget can 
improve your current and future 
financial health. The main 
stumbling block, for many? 
Knowing, specifically, how to go 
about it. 

One of the chief frustrations 
about budgeting is that it clearly 
makes so much sense. The 
benefits of analyzing, prioritizing 
and redistributing your income to 
achieve meaningful financial 
goals are obvious. But the 
benefits of dropping 10 pounds are 
obvious too, and most of us 
haven't mastered that yet cither. 

Willpower may be the prime 
factor in avoiding that high-fat 
second helping. Motivation is an 
important part of budgeting, too, 
but advice to 'Just do it" is pretty 
vague. Here are some practical 
tips for budgeting that are a little 
easier to embrace: 

■ Relax — Engaging the 
budgeting process requires some 
time and distance. You probably 
can't set long-term financial 
goals, assess your income and 
expenditures, decide what to 
"cut", determine the investments 
that are right for you, and so on in 
a single sitting. What's more, 
budgeting requires some 
dispassionate thinking. Don't 
make the decision to buy a new 
home simultaneous with 
discovering there's a leak in the 
roof. Don't try to judge objectively 



what expenditures to cut when 
you're in the throes of nlonthly 
bill-paying. In that moment, it's 
too easy to decide there's nothing 
you can cut. 

Give yourself a week or two to 
collect records and think about 
the issues. 

■ Write it down — A budget is 
a plan, and a plan is not really a 
plan unless it is written down. Us 
simple to compile the current 
statistics of your finances in 
written form — you know your 
salary, you know the house 
payment. But it's equally (or 
more) important to write down the 
numbers you intend to "hit" in the 
future. Saying you'll hold 
entertainment expenditures to 
$100 a month is one thing; only 
by writing that goal down, and the 
expenses that count agamst it, 
can you keep your budget on 
track. 

■ Be practical — Don't set 
yourself up to fail with unrealistic 
goals for either growing income or 
cutting expenses. A smart well 
thought out budget likely won't be 
as painful as you might expect. 

■ Look for "variable" living 
expenses that can be cut — In 
determining your monthly 
expenditures, there are "fixed" 
costs you have to pay, such as 
rent or the mortgage, and utilities, 

and "variable" costs that, when 
you get right down to it, aren't 
really required. 

Be thorough and brutal in 
placing expenses in one of the 
two categories. Some example 
guidelines: 

■ Credit card interest costs are

■ Call waiting? Two home 
movie channels on cable? 

Sometimes it's necessary, but 
convenience costs. Seventy five 
cents a day for convenience store 
coffee is $187.50 annually. So, 
when it comes to the small, 
"insignificant" expenses, look at 
the bigger picture — the total 
cost over a year's time. 

■ Pay yourself first — From 
day 1 of your new budget, you — 
your financial future become a 
"fixed" expense. Few persons 
achieve financial security 
overnight 

Most get there by contributing a 
fixed amount — even if it's small 
— to their invesunent portfolio 
every month over a period of 
years. Such contributions put the 
power of compounding to work 
immediately. 

■ "Bank" your windfall — 
Take that unexpected bonus and 
literally "bank" it; pay down 
credit card debt, then, once that's 
paid off, build it into your 
investment plan. 

While every budget should 
accommodate the occasional 
need for some fun, a bonus 
constitutes no real financial 
progress if it's spent on extras 
with no long lasting value. Saving 
for a vacation as a mid- to long- 
terra goal? Sure. Taking one with 
every check? Probably not. 

■ Another common threat often 
comes from small windfalls as 
you raise your standard of living 
with each annual increase in 
salary. Instead, uy to bank the 
increase. Do the same with 
payments you do away with, too, 
how lifestyle changes affect and 
investing what had been the car 
payment rather than spoiding it 

■ Be flexible — Budgeting is 
an on-going process, not a never- 
changing set of rules. Look for 



don't affect your budget Having 
children affects a budget. But 
their growth to age five does not 
mean you're eliminating child 
care costs; it means you're 
transferring those costs to line 
Items that include school 
supplies, ball uniforms and piano 
lessons. 

Like all aspects of personal 
financial planning, budgeting is a 
highly individual process. Using 
these and other tips, your budget 
can begin to take meaningful 
shape, when you, in fact, begin 
the process. 

While the details of your 
budget will depend on you and 
your unique situation, you'll likely 
find common ground with others 
in the net effect of budgeting: 
budgeting is a "good" thing. And, 
you'll find out that your suspicions 
were right You'll discover that 
budgeting delivers tl» advantages 
of knowing where you've been, 
where you are and — most 
important — that you are headed 
in the right financial direction.

active for 82. He's the oldest — 
and the healthiest man — in the 
weight room, he said. 

"Most of the ones in there have 
some little problem, and they all 
take some type of medicine 
except forme. I'm a lucky man," 
Pace said. 

"I've always been physically fit. 
My business was commercial art, 
but when I was tired and really 
worn down, while most people 
would sit down in a chair and 
have a drink, I'd go to the ranch 
and ride or do some of the 
maintenance that needed to be 
done there. Then I'd go back to 
the office and work until 1 done 
what I'd needed to do for the next 
morning's deadline." 

Pace bikes the three miles from 
his house to the Kempsville 
Recreation Center daily to work 
out on weights. On Wednesday 
mornings, he gets up at 6 a.m., 
bikes to a friend's house and the 
two ride to breakfast, then to the 
gym for a work-out. 

"I ride about 10 or 12 miles that 
day, and I do it in all kinds of 
weather," Pace said. "In the 
winter, it's dark at 6 a.m., and 
really cold, and I'm the only 
person I see out on a bicycle." 

While Pace is pretty adept 
at riding bikes, horses are his real 
claim to fame. As a kid growing 
up in rural Kittrcll, N.C., he 
learned to ride bareback on the 
mules he used for plowing. Later, 
ho taught himself trick riding and 
roping, then helped organize the 
Tidewater Western Riders in the 
1950s. 

"I lived on a tobacco farm as a 
young child," Kittrell said, "and 
the first thing I can remember is 
that I had a desire to be a good 
horseman and a cowboy. Living 
in the country, all you see is 
what you see in books, and I'd 
see pictures of cowboys. The 
cowboy life always fascinated 
mc." 

The North Carolina youth, who 
spent his summers working in the 
tobacco fields for 50 cents a day, 
used the mules and workhorses as 
a backdrop for his dreams. He 
remembers riding the mules 
bareback to and from the field, 
and one of his most vivid 
memories is that of his father's 
white horse pulling the buggy, 
with bright red sleigh runners 
attached, through the snow. 

"We had a surry and a buggy, 
and we went to town in the 
buggy," Pace said.J^I remember 
thai big white horse in thf "STlow; - 
my father had bought these red 
sleigh runners, and he'd take the 
wheels off and attach the runners 
when it snowed. They were really 
bright and shiny because they 
were never u.sed much, and my 
father'd be up front driving with a 
buggy robe around him. That robe 
was his only way of staying 
warm." 

Those days. Pace said, 
now seem "more like something 
I've read than something I've ever 
actually experienced. I've seen so 
many changes in my life." 
Pace bought his first horse "a 
little mare" and a second-hand 
saddle when he was a teenager. 
"I tried trick riding on her," and 
it's a wonder I didn't get killed. 
She was scared of trains, and I'd 
take her to the railroad u-acks 
when a train was coming. Just 
when she was about to take off,

I'd vault into the saddle." 
Although he moved to Virginia 
Beach during World War II, Pace 
never outgrew his fascination for 
horses or his desire to become a 
cowboy. As a young man 
suiiggling to survive in the rough- 
and-tumble world of commercial 
art, he couldn't afford to own a 
horse. Still, he took his son, 
Bryant Jr., out to ride ponies, and 
that young man grew up to 
become a professional trainer 
who now travels world-wide to 
train and ride. 

"I didn't have money for horses 
during those days," Pace said. 
"The first horse I bought 1 paid 
$125 for. Two girls had owned 
him, but they couldn't handle 
him, and 1 wasn't sure I was 
going to be able to. " 

"Dan", as Pace called that 
horse, "had been a good horse at 
one time," but he'd been so badly 
abused that, when he bought him, 
he'd rear, bolt or lunge without 
warning. "He may have had a 
little bit of quarter horse in him, 
but he was mostly saddlebred, 
and he was a very powerfully 
built animal. He'd been so badly 
beaten that if you just held the 
reins like so he'd start lunging 
and rearing." 

"I got him out ol all of that," 
Pace continued, pointing to a 



act," and he performed at rodeo 
openings. 

"I got good at it, and I was 
even on television, on the 'Dick 
Lamb Show'," he said. "But then 
I fell I'd done it enough. My last 
exhibition was at Princess Anne 
Park 15 or so years ago. It was 
one of the best I've ever given, 
and I can remember thinking. 
This isn't a bad exit.'" 

Showmanship, and a flair for 
dressing and playing to the crowd 
is crucial to the rodeo rider. Pace 
said. "1 had a friend who was a 
good roper, but he wasn't a 
showman. 1 heard people saying 
that I was better, than he was, 
when actually he was better, but 
he had no flair. And he'd didn't 
dress, he figured as long as he 
had on a pair of jeans, that was 
okay. I tried to teach him to have 
that showmanship, bccai^se if you 
don't have it, you're out of 
business." 

Pace also tried to deter his son 
from riding professionally 
because he thought it would be a 
rough way to earn a living. 
Nothing discouraged that boy, 
who became interested in tfick 
riding after he outgrew his first 
pony. He was able to capitalize 
on the burgeoning horse business 
"and he's shown all over the 
country and is training and

drawing he'd made of ihc rearing 
horse. He showed a later 
photograph of the horse walking 
calmly in a parade while Pace 
stood in the saddle twirling a 
rope. "Wc started riding in 
parades, and I learned a lesson. If 
you can't pay for the horse you 
want, take the horse you can pay 
for and make the best of it you 
can." 

Through hard work and 
determination. Pace trained that 
horse to outperform more 
expensive animals in shows and 
parades. "I went from one step to 
another, learning from other 
people. If someone know 
something I wanted to know, I'd 
hang around them until I learned 
it." 

Pace eventually developed 
his rope tricks into a "specialty 



showing in Japan right now." 

Pace was a member of the 
Tidewater Horse and Pony 
Association"when a group of us 
wanted to get together and form a 
western club. So about 10 or 12 
or us met one night at a 
member's house," and formed the 
Tidewater Western Riders 
Association. That group, which 
now has about 58 members, 
began sponsoring amateur rodeos 
that evolved into the professional 
events now held twice a year at 
Princess Anne Park. The next 
rodeo is scheduled for Sept. 20 - 
22, and Pace and his wife, Jane, 
are already busy with the 
planning. 

Pace sold his most recent 
horse a few months ago after that 
animal developed a hoof problem 
that required extensive, and very

expensive treatment. He isn't 
riding much right now, but he and 
Jane, past treasurer of Tidewater 
Western Riders, are still very 
active in planning amj promoting 
the three-day rqt^os which raise 
money for King's Daughter's 
Hospital and other local charities. 
Pace uses his artistic skills to 
design the promotional materials, 
while Jane, who is retired as an 
office manager for the city's 
school administration, helps with 
administrative chores. 

"She's a very good record- 
keeper, and 1 hate to keep 
records," Pace said. He may be 
the more creative partner in the 



marriage, but she obviously 
shares his sense of adventure 
since she learned to ride when 
she was in her 50s and still cares 
for and rides for mare. Hobo. 

Pace, who's also retired, now 
spends most of his days doing 
what he always wanted to do. "I 
always wanted to draw pictures 
of horses and other animals," he 
said, pointing to the drawings 
that line the walls of his 
Kempsville home. 

He paints pictures of club 
members and their horses to give 
them "as a surprise" and he also 
draws pictures that horsemen use 
to reproduce for business cards.

vention. Rose and her counter- 
parts from the support group are 
launching the grassroots fund- 
raiser with hopes of collecting 
thdusands of dollars toward 
Boyd's medical fees. The cost of 
the stem-cell transplant alone was 
$75,000. 

They admit it's a lofty undertak- 
ing, but according to members 
"you have to start somewhere." 

"We knew of Marie's circum- 
stances and wanted to do some- 
thing — we didn't know what, but 
.something," said Rose. 

Efforts kicked off when 
Longaberger Baskets representa- 
tive Betty Solomon told the group 
about her company's national 
charity program, "Horizon of 
Hope," in support of breast cancer 
research and education. From 
there plans mushroomed. 

"Every time we get together it's 
like we have this fire inside that's 
coming out. It's wonderful," said 
Rose. "It was going to start out as 
something real simple at one of 
our support group meetings. Now 
everybody has rallied around. 
We've got a good group of peo- 
ple." 

Final plans for the Aug. 18 
event are still in the making, but 
a full afternoon of activities is set. 

Solomon will sell Longaberger 
Baskets and has agreed to donate 
her commissions to Boyd's fund. 
So has Avon representative Kathy 
Goodridge, who noted that her 
company's cause is also breast 
cancer awareness. 

Other activities to benefit Boyd 
include a raffle and sales of 
baked goods, crafts and cook- 
books. 

"It's so great. I just feel so for- 
tunate," Boyd said, tears coming 
to her eyes at the thought of the 
support group's efforts. Boyd has 
been a member since 1994, soon 
after learning she had the disease 
that strikes one in every eight 
women. 

Each woman has different rea- 
sons for pitching, yet they all 
share a common cause. 

"This is a breast cancer support 
group," said committee member 
Norma Watson. 

"Sometimes we don't know why 
we come. But then we find out 
that of all places and people you 
come into contact with, this is 
where you can be yourself. You 
don't have to guard anything you 



say, not even your thoughts. 
Whatever you say, think or do 
will be understood. If you need 
help, they'll help you. In this case 
it's financially." 

Watson, like Boyd and other 
members, knows all too well the 
hassles of dealing with insurance 
companies. In Boyd's case, her 
insurance did not cover the costs 
of her bone marrow transplant at 
Medical College of Virginia. 

"It's extremely stressful. You've 
just come though having part of 
your body chopped off — either a 
mastectomy or lumpectomy — 
and you don't want to deal with 
this." she said. 

For Goodridge, who is looking 
forward to donating the proceeds 
from her Avon sales, it's a per- 
sonal cause. 

"Probably 99 percent of Avon's 
sales go to women, and it's the 
number one women's cause. 
Breast cancer desperately needs 
money for research. I've had 
breast cancer radiation and 
chemotherapy myself. 1 know 
Marie, and none of us knows 
when we're going to be in the 
same position," Goodridge said. 

Mary Aldrich, who at 77 
proudly proclaims she is the old- 
est member of the support group, 
hopes A Day For Marie will bring 
an increased awareness to the 
breast cancer and related issues. 

"Breast cancer is something 
that I thought, since my mother 
had it, would never affect me. 1 
was in for a very rude awakening 
in January of this year. At that 
time I had no idea what 1 was fac- 
ing," said Aldrich. 

"But I must say that as a senior 
I have the advantage of Medicare 
along with my insurances. So far 
everything has been covered, and 
I am one of the fortunate people. I 
did not have to have ueatmcnts 
after Ihe operation and am not 
taking any special medication. 
I'm just in close contact with my 
doctor." 

Aldrich remembers her mother's 
struggle with the disease, and her 
goal is "to do whatever I can in 
my small way to beneru this fund- 
raiser so that Marie won't have a 
worry for a week or two. If every- 
one feels that way we're going to 
cover days, weeks, months, 
maybe cvct years." 

Suppdrt group member Elsie 
Bedois is certain A Day For 
M^e will be siKcessful. 

"Granted, we may not raise a 



substantial amount of money, but 
it will be a start. We can do this 
ongoing, but first we have to see 
what we can do," she said, noting 
there's no way to "put a price on 
life." 

"And we do hope that public 
listens to us — and the insurance 
companies, too," added member 
Cathy Vellines. who noted breast 
cancer literature will be available 
at A Day For Marie. 

Of course, the event will do 
wonders for Boyd's spirits. She 
has battled cancer since 1993 and 
is finally beginning to see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. Her 
support group friends were part of 
that. 

"I feel so much better today 
than I did three years ago. The 
pain was unbearable," she re- 
flected.

Vietnam Revisited : never forget 



Annual event educates young 
people on war's impact, effect

In a walk through the woods, a 
group of people picked their way 
along a muddied U-ail, stepping 
over puddles and dodging vines 
looping out of the ground. 

At the front of the group was 
the point-man. It was his 
responsibility to spot any possible 
booby-traps laid by the Vietcong. 

He found quite a few. 

There were bamboo and metal 
contraptions devised to cripple or 
kill American soldiers. If spiked- 
lined holes and swinging logs 
didn't get you, the U"ip wires and 
gunfire might.

But the group made it through 
unharmed. 

After all, this wasn't real. 

This wasn't Vietnam. 

This was Camp Pendleton, site 
of the Ninth Annual Vietnam 
Revisited held last weekend. 

Rerired and active military 
personnel from all branches were 
present, giving on-lookers a taste 
of what life was really like for 
soldiers in the Vietnam War. 

Demonstrations included the 
jungle patrol, a POW rescue raid 



and 103 Howitzer, and repelling 
from a tower simulating a drop 
from a chopper. 

Chief warrant officers Craig J. 
Pino and Norman Mcintosh 
exhibited a Huey helicopter, 
explaining its importance and 
allowing children and adults to 
climb into die large aircraft. 

Meanwhile, George Capps 
stood post at a fire base camp, 
where soldiers sent out in the 
bush could come back to pick up 
supplies. 

As the public entered the Camp 
Pendleton-turned- Vietnamese 
Post, they were greeted by Army 
Maj. Jim Gourlay (ret.), treasurer 
of the Vietnam War Education 
Team. 

Gourlay, who served two tours 
in Vietnam in 1967 and 1968 and 
returned there in 1971 as an 
airborne division advisor, said the 
point of the event is simple: "To 
keep the awareness of those not 
accounted for — about 2,300. 
We're a non-political group. 
We're just a group of veterans 
that wish to keep that in front of 
the public and educate young 
people about the Vietnam War." 

Money raised from the event, 
he said, w(ill go toward various 
vetetan's programs. The original 
purpose of the annual re- 
enactment was to create a 
Vietnam veteran's memorial on 
the Peninsula. That was 
achieved. But the event will 
continue each year in the name 
of remembrance and education. 

"The war was a very unpopular 
thing at home," said Gourlay. 
"The service men and women 
went out for honor, duty and 
country and when they came 
home, they were not very well 
received. The war was a very 
decisive thing." 

Gourlay said one reason it was 
unpopular is because it was the 
first time in history that war was 
brought into people's living rooms 
on the television set. 

"Mothers and fathers and

siblings were able to see what 
their loved ones were going 
through." he noted. 

College demonstrations and 
protests were also a first. 

Nearly 30 years later, veterans 
and volunteers are trying to show 
people what the war was really 
like. 

"We did the most authentic 
demonstration of all — we 
brought in the monsoon rains," 
Gourlay laughed, referring to last 
Saturday's weather. After waiting 
it out for awhile, part of the 
exhibitions were cancelled. They 
received nearly six inches of rain 
in the flooded exhibition areas. 
But, he noted, the weather was 
very close to what the soldiers 
lived and fought through. 

"In the American base camps, 
tlie forward fighting pastures were 
full of water. You might lay in 
those things for hours," he said. 
"It would be so hot and then get 
very cold." 

Even the "spider holes," a hole 
dug inside a Vietcong village 
"hooch," or house, were filled 
with water both in Vietnam and 
Camp Pendleton's re-enactment. 

"The spider holes were covered 
with mats, bamboo flaums and 
would line the floor," Goulay 
explained. "They'd put rice and 
water jugs on it, so you wouldn't 
look underneath. When you 
weren't looking, someone would 
pop up out of the spider hole and 
come out at the rear position and 
swipe at you." 

Gourlay said they want to 
educate people on the reality of 
Vietnam. 

"Young people only read about 
Vietnam, so we try to show 
young people what Vietnam was 
really like," he noted. "History 
always teaches us, if we're smart, 
we won't make the same 
mistakes twice."

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Beach team 
sees regional 
cooperation as 
Icey to city goals 

Study model linking locales

A Virginia Beach team of 
administrators has proposed a 
philosophy for achieving local 
goals through regional cooperation 
that recognizes the independence 
and equality of the localities 
making up Hampton Roads. 

Instead of looking at the region 
in ■ a "sun/planet" way — a 
dominant sun surrounded by 
satellite planets — the team has 
suggested an "Olympic" mo<tel, 
interlinking localities that ate 
interdependent and inctepotdent 
meeting on common ground. 

The team, made up of seven 
administrators who, City Manager 
James K. Sport said, are not 
serving as heads of their 
departments, but as members of the 
Virginia Beach Quality Service 
System team, presented the results 
of the team's brainstorming 
sessions to city council at a work 
session Tuesday in the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum. 

E. Dean Block, director of 
Management and the Budget and a 
member of the team, said that the 
"Olympic" concept recognizes the 
indqjeridencc and interdependence of 
the communities in the region; 
recognizes that competition is 
external rather than between the 
members of the Hampton Roads 
communities; recognizes the reality 
of Hampton Roads, both its pluses 
and minuses as well as its 
uniqueness. 

He said it was important to 



identify the interests of the city and 
the region and to recognize 
partnerships which will depend on 
negotiation. 

"Cooperation i», a means to an 
end," Block said. 

He said the city needs to reject 
isolationism and adq)t a 
philosophy of "enlightened self- 
interest." 

Accordingly, Block said that the 
city should develop an agenda for 
Virginia Beach and the region that 
is outcome-oriented. 

Spore said he would like to see 
specific recommendations from the 
team's report reflected in the 
upcoming city budgets. 

But for councilman Linwood 
Branch, everything boils down to 
water and the city's still unresolved 
Lake Gaston water resource project 
"We've get to get the wato- 
situation straight," he said. Branch 
expressed reservations about the 
kind of help the city got from 
some of its neighbors in solving 
its water problem. "I don't know 
how we can get past diese things," 
he said. 

Spore said that the staff will 
come back with specific 
recommendations and that the city 
could not say it is not going to 
work on anything until the water 
situation is resolved. 

Through organizations like the 
Hampton Roads Partnership and 
other regional organizations, 
councilman W.W. Harrison Jr.

North Beach could 
request relief parking

The problems long familiar in 
the area of the resort strip are 
moving northward, leading Nolh 
Beach residents to look for some 
relief from the city. 

Lynnhaven Borough Councilman 
W.W. Harrison Jr. told city council 
at a work session Tuesday said that 
North End residents may be 
interested in a parking program 
similar to the one established in 
residential areas near the resort 
strip. 

The city restricts parking 
between the hours of 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. to residents only through a 
permit system in most of the area 
bordered by Norfolk Avenue to 
30th Street from Pacific Avenue 
west to Parks Avenue and portions 
ofShadowlawn. 



The system was established afto- 
residents complained about the 
partying that went on in the streets 
by their homes generating noise, 
trash and other dishirbances . 

Harrison said he met with Hauy 
Ruiz, city parking administrator, 
and police officials to discuss 
complaints from the North End 
that the residents were experiencing 
similar disturbances in their 
neighborhood and may want a 
program similar to the parking 
program in the area of the resort 
strip. 

He also said that residents of 
Kings Grant and Linlier, who have 
reported a number of \^ndalisms, 
and the North End, where a number 
of robberies have been reported, are 
becoming concerned that they are 
not receiving adequate police 
protection.

One-room schoolhouse sees new life

Until 40 years ago, a little piece 
of land beside Asbury United 
Methodist Church at 1392 Princess 
AnneRd. was set aside specificaUy 
for the education of young black 
students. 

Facing the teacher, smaller 
children would spend mornings 
memorizing the alphabet until they 
learned it in the little one-room 
schoolhouse known as Pleasant 
Ridge Elementary School. 
Afterward they went on to teffln 
words and the rest of the "3-R's," 
utilizing a large blackboard that 
covered the entire length of one 
wall. 

In an open space in the center sat 
the pot-bellied stove that provided 
heat for the classroom. Its piping 
went to the chimney in the middle 
of the roof. 

"Whoever got here first in the 
morning made the fire," recalled 
Alvin Lamb, church trustee of 
Asbury United Methodist Church 
and one of the black students who 



attended the school for all of its 
seven grades in the 1940s. 

He remembered recesses spent in 
play in the churchyard and lunches 
of beans and cocoa brought by the 
county. He marveled good- 
naturedly that the students had not 
exploded from the lunchtime 
combination. 

Princess Anne County began its 
public education commitment in 
1 885 and acquired the land from the 
church for the school about that 
time, said Virginia Beach City 
Council member Barbara Henley, 
who's heading a committee to save 
the little school which she believes 
is a signflcant pan of the history of 
Princess Anne County. 

Henley explained that the present 
structure, built in 188S, was 
originally a school for white 
schoolchildren but was given to the 
black schoolchildren in 1920 when 
theirs had burned. She believes that 
the school's presence is symbolic 
of the racial harmony in place in 
Princess Anne County even in the 
old days. 



The councilwoman has tried to 
compile a list of the students who 
attended the little school, but has 



had only a limited amount of 

success despite interviewing the

Hampton Roads welcomed home another of 
its Olympic heroes last week. 

Pole vaulter Lawrence Johnson did not win 
the gold, but he earned the respect of his peers 
here and abroad. 

Standing on the 
City Hall steps, 
key to the city in 
hand, the Chesa- 
peake resident 
and Norfolk na- 
tive embodied 
just what the 
Olympic spirit 
should be: pride, 
perseverence, 
motivation. 

Still possessing the quiet, modest demeanor 
that his grandmother Etta Johnson remembers 
from Lawrence's youth, the 22-year-old showed 
a maturity beyond his years. Although he holds 
the U.S. pole vaulting record, he was 
unsuccessful in his goal of winning the gold at 
the Centennial Olympic Games. Yet the world- 
class athlete showed no signs of loss — only 
determination to make his friends, family and 
neighbors proud at the Sydney, Australia 
Games in 2000. 

More importantly, Johnson has not forgotten 
how he was able to get as far as he has. His 
sheer will played a big part, but so did the 
support from back home. As Hampton Roads 
residents watched the Olympics on television, 
they were pulling for him all the way — Just as 
they have since his days at Lake Taylor, and 
later Great Bridge, high schools. 

Thanking those who helped make him the 
man he is today — his teachers, coaches, 
family, friends, neighbors and God — Johnson 
vowed to keep "giving back." He will help 
tomorrow's track and field stars. He will work 
with youngsters. He will be a shining role 
model to others. 

No. Lawrence Johnson may not have come 
home with the gold. But he has brought 
Hampton Roads something more cherished . that 
an Olympic medal: himself.

It's ironic that a man who has 
done so much; been so extravagantly 
praised by those in the best position 
to judge his worth — even among 
political opponents — should re- 
ceive a long-sought chance at the 
moment 
when few 
give him 
much hope 
of winning 
the great 
prize. That is 
the unenvi- 
able position 
of Robert 
Dole as Re- 
publicans 
gather in San 
Diego. 

In politics, 
the stigma of 
prospective 

defeat feeds 

upon itself. 
Allies desert; 
foes pile on; a cowardly press treats 
you with disdain as it fawns upon 
the likely victor. Absurd figures like 
Dan Rather and Katie Couric be- 
come arbiters of your fate. 

Assuming he makes a good choice 
for vice president, Dole should come 
out of the convention no more than 
10 points behind President Clinton 
in the polls — no bad position for a 
challenger at this stage. But Demo- 
crats and Ross Perot will then be 
heard from. Barring the unforseen, 
things look decidedly bleak. 

Unti 1 Theodore Roosevelt defined 
the "bully pulpit" of the modem 
presidency in the early years of this 
century, the office assumed major 
importance only in times of con- 
flict. 

Butcrisisalwaysjustifies the gath- 
ering of power and prestige to the 
center. From the arrival of the Great 
Depression in 1930 to the dissolu- 
tion of the Soviet Union in 1991, 
crisis was the president's constant 
companion. 

In part, you can connect Clinton's 
success in 1992 with the end of the 
Cold War. That is, with the nation's 
chief foreign threat removed, why 
not get back to such domestic busi- 
ness as giving everybody health in- 
surance? 

But this isn't the only factor dimi- 
nishing the presidency. All non-cri- 
sis periods in our history have pro- 
duced non-entities as chief magis- 
trate. Clinton can find an echo in 
those who camfe between Andrew 
Jackson and Abraham Lincoln, or 
between Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

There is also the matter of the 
deficit and rising mistrust of gov- 
ernment to limit the president's dis- 
cretion. It is also a fact that the 
institutional power of Congress and 



the army of lobbyists that swarm 
around it is much greater than it 
ustd to be. 

Of course, Clinton did not see 
himself as one who mainly reacted 
to his opponents. He saw himself 
completing the work of Lyndon 
Johnson, renewing Democratic con- 
trol of national politics for another 
generation with national health, 
motor-voter, AmeriCorps, and 
more. 

But just as liberals controlled pol- 
icy from 1932to 1980— even when 
they lost — conservatives now set 
the termsof debate. Even Clinton is 
compelled to say, 'The era of big 
government is over." 

The political success of the presi- 
dent is defined by perceptions of 
peace and prosperity. With the pos- 
sible exception of Taft in 1912, who 
lost when his party split, all incum- 
bentpresidents in this century driven 
to step aside (Truman and Johnson) 
or defeated (Hoover, Ford, Carter 
and Bush) failed to deliver one or 
the other. 

But personal 
attacks and public 
moralizing do not 
come naturally to 

Dole, so he has 
taken up tax cuts. 

almost the only 
issue left for him. 
He must expect a 

rough time from 

Clinton and most 

of the media. 

Cliilton can now claim to preside 
over both. And with the president 
embracing most of the issues on 
which Republicans since Reagan 
have run. Dole has precious few 
talking points. 

Then, there is the little mauer of 
the Texas egomaniac, Ross Perot. 
He performed a useful service in 
1992 dwelling on the immorality of 
piling up deficits and unfunded li- 
abilities. But when the GOP Con- 
gress got down to cases on the defi- 
cit in 1995, he was conspicuous by 
his silence. 

Whatever the reason , which might 
be a better subject for a psychiatrist, 
Perot has abundantly proved he is 
no friend of the Republican Party. 

As Senate Majority Leader, Dole 
was between the proverbial rock 
and a hard place. Democrats were 
detnmined to make him look bad. 
But logic also said members of both 



parties had a vested interest in mak- 
ing Congress look good before the 
fall campaign. With welfare reform 
and a few other scalps on his belt 
going to San Diego, a Sen. Dole 
would be looking a lot more rele- 
vant. Now — not June — would 
have been a good time to resign. 

My advice to Dole would have 
been to make the case that Clinton ' s 
bad character had diminished the 
office, asking, "Do your really want 
fourmorcyearsof scandal and words 
that can't be trusted?" That would 
have been a starting point for a 
broader message on the need to put 
the country's moral house in better 
order. 

But personal attacks and public 
moralizing do not come naturally to 
Etole, so he has taken up tax cuts, 
almost the only issue left for him. 
He must expect a rough time from 
Clinton and most of the media. 

But having thrown his cap over 
the wall. Dole must stay "on mes- 
sage" and sell it for all it's worth. 
This must be presented in the con- 
. text of limiting the growth of the 
federal government to empower the 
people, and those states and locali- 
ties closest to them. 

Right now, taxes claim almost a 
third of the personal income of Ame- 
ricans. It is often said this is a smaller 
burden than imposed in Western 
Europe. But unemployment here is 
roughly half what it is there, which 
suggests a lower tax burden is posi- 
tive for prosperity. 

It will be said over and over the 
Reagan tax cuts failed because they 
ballooned the deficit. But had the 
growth in federal spending been kept 
to no more than the rate of inflation 
plus population growth, and 10 per- 
cent more for good measure, there 
would have been no deficit by the 
end of Reagan's term — in fact, a 
surplus. 

What Dole must not do is be drawn 
into an extended debate over "pay- 
ing" for the tax cuts. When the press 
raises the Reagan experience, he 
must point out that after two major 
lax cuts (and one major increase for 
Social Security) federal revenues 
under Reagan increased by 78 per- 
cent 

This should be compared to the 
following eight years, which saw 
two major lax increases, but a growth 
of only 61 percent in revenues! 

He must keep saying, "Give me 
the Republican Congress Reagan 
never had and we'll slow the growth 
of spending, justas we have the past 
two years. That and more growth 
will do the job." 

The man from Kansas has given 
all that was in him to his country and 
his party. Those who wish him well 
must now hope there is something 
fine left to give. He will need it.

This is pan two in a series of ar- 
ticles on old churches in Virginia 
Beach and the former Princess Anne 
County. 

The "Great Awakening" of the mid- 
18th century witnessed great revivals 
in the Protestant churches. Between 
1740 and 1790, 4.000 to 5,000 mem- 
bers left the 
established 
church to be- 
come Meth- 
odists, Pres- 
byterians or 
Baptists. 

Virginia's 
Statute of Re- 
ligious Free- 
dom of 1785 
issued the fi- 
nal blow to 
the estab- 
1 i s h e d 
Church of 
England. 

Oak 
Grove 
Baptist 
Church 

The first reference to Baptist ser- 
vices occurs in 1674, indicating that 
a Baptist congregation later called 
Oak Grove Baptist Church began to 
worship near Ptoigo Ferry on a barge 
in the North Landing River. 

John Whitehead deeded a hal f-acre 
of land with a building to the ciders of 
the Bapdst Church in 1764. By 1800, 
the congregation numbered 86. The 
church building burned in 1810 and 
had to be rebuilt. The name was 
changed to Oak Grove in 1855 and is 
located at 685 Princess Anne Rd. 
Two other churches grew from Oak 
Grove: St. John and London Bridge 
Baptist Church. 

Kempsville Baptist 

The Kempsville Baptist Church 
was first organized by 14 people, 
former members of London Bridge 
Baptist Church, approximately 30 
years after the area was incorporated 
into a town. This church was estab- 
lished in the old Kempsville Court- 
house which had been abandoned in 
1824 when the County Court moved 
to Princess Anne. The courthouse 
was built in the 1780's on Overland 
Road directly behind Pleasant Hall 
on Princess Anne Road. Member- 
ship grew to 141 members by 1855. 

Federal troops lock over the build- 
ing during the Civil War. A new 
church was built in 1 9 1 1 near the site 
of the old courthouse. It was served 
by a circuit-riding minister until 
World War I. A sanctuary with seat- 
ing for 600 people was dedicated in 
1958. Five years later the old wooden 
church was destroyed by fire. 

Methodist-Charity United 
Methodist Church 

The first Methodist Society in Tide- 
water formed in nearby Portsmouth 
in 1772. Methodists began worship- 
ping in Princess Anne County at Char- 
ity Neck in Back Bay in 1789. Will- 



iam Dawley had begun a preaching 
mission in his own house before that 

and he and his brother, James, had 
espoused Methodism, performing 
marriages and preaching against sla- 
very. The church is located at 4080 
Charity Neck Rd. 

Nimmo Methodist Church 

In 1791, Anne Nimmo, wife of 
William, deeded land to the Society 
of Methodists of Princess Anne 
County and the Old Nimmo Method- 
ist Church was established. The same 
land that the present Nimmo Church 
sits on — one acre in the fork of the 
roads leading from Sandbridge to the 
Princess Anne Courthouse complex, 
2200 Princess Anne Road. The 
Nimmos lived close by. 

While Princess Anne County was 
under the control of the Federalists in 
the early part of the Wa' Between the 
States, Nimmo church was used as a 
Federal Hospital and for the housing 
of Federal troops. 

Zion African Methodist 
Episcopal Church 
Prior to the Civil War, blacks wor- 
shipped with whites. After emanci- 
pation, many black congregations

were formed, often first as gatherings 
that met in private homes. Black 
churches were later established such 
as the Zion African Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in 1872. 

Mt. Olive Baptist and St. 
Stephens in Seatack 

Both churches were built in the 
1920's and have longitudinal plans. 
Although both are of masonry con- 
struction, Mt. Olive is built of teick 
and St. Stephens of textured concrete 
blocks, highlighted with brick win- 
dow sills and decoration. Both 
churches have crenelated side towers 
on the gable facade and a large multi- 
part lancet-arch window centered on 
the gable. 

Roman Catholics had been wor- 
shipping Princess Anne County as 
early as 1735. The first Jewish 
Temple, Emmanuel Synagogue was 
established in 1949, dedicating its 
first building in 1951. 

A group of Amish Mennonites 
moved to Virginia Beach in the early 
1900s from Faquier County. They 
established the Kempsville Amish- 
Mennonite Church and the Provi- 
dence Road Mennonite Church in 
1952.

Dan Baxter has reason for being 
unabashed in his concerns for Virginia 
Beach, the place he has called home since 
the Navy brought him here as an air traffic' 
controller. 

Baxter's 20 years of military service are 
behind him now, but not his love for the city. 
A grassroots community activist, his many 
interests include the Virginia Beach Clean 
Community Commission (vice chairman). 
Clean the Bay Day (secretary /zone 
captain/spokesman), Glenwood Homeowners 
Association (vice president) and American 
Red Cross (health safety and youth 
instructor). 

It's a schedule that would keep most 
people hopping, but Baxter handles it in 
stride. All those years as an air traffic 
controller must have come in handy, right? 
Actually, Baxter attributes his success to 
something else. 

"I'm a doer," he said succinctly. "I become 
active in organizations that have an impact, 
not a need. And I believe that when the 
occasion arises, most Americans are doers." 
If asked to choose just one cause for his 
efforts, which Baxter admitted is a tough 
decision, it would be the Virginia Beach 
Clean Community Commission. 

"A lot of what the commission has done, 
in addition to probably saving the city more 
than $300,000 in manpower costs this past 
year, is spearheading beautification efforts 
throughout the city. We are also consulted 
by other cities, including Chesapeake and 
Portsmouth, about acquiring and recruiting 
resources and people to support various 
environmental and conservation efforts. 
What I like about the commission most is 
that it's basically non-partisan — members 
from both left and right sides of the political 
genre who work remarkably well together 
and are focused on various aspects. There is 
a common benefit to having a clean and 
beautiful Virginia Beach." 

The Clean Community Commission's 
efforts pay off well. Baxter remembered the 
group's annual awards ceremony last year. 
One honoree, a New York transplant who 
now owns a restaurant here, said he was 
drawn to the resort city because it was so 
green compared to his home state. 

"Coming from Philadelphia myself, 
Philadelphia is much greener than New York 
is. But when you think about it, this city has 
built in as much green space as possible. 
The city has done a remarkable job of 
building in open areas within its boundaries 
to provide that extra environmental impact," 
Baxter said. "I think of the Clean 
Community Commission as being a positive 
force in reducing the costs of government 
and bringing the citizens close together in 
what needs to be done." 

Whether giving a presentation to civic 
groups about the commission or cleaning up 
a dump site at North Landing, Baxter is an 
environmental advocate. His involvement 
with Clean the Bay Day. which he's been 
doing since 1992, is a prime example. But 
Baxter also takes a keen interest in his more 
immediate "environment," namely his 
neighborhood. 

Glenwood, a community of 1.900 homes, 
is about people helping themselves. 

"Homeowners associations are not new or 
unique to Tidewater or any part of the 
country. What they do is essentially release 
die city of a lot of infrastructure support and 
maintenance. The association has its own 
green spaces, its own lakes, its own 
swimming pools and parks. There are dues 
charged to every homeowner and there is no 
opting in or out," he explained. 

Baxter reckons that the Glenwood 
Homeowners Association is one of the 
largest, if not the biggest, such organization 
in Hampton Roads. 

"My concern is that the city doesn't do 
enough to preserve neighborhoods," he said. 
"They have a staff in Neighborhood 
Preservation which is clearly overworked — 
and they're good people — because the city 
abdicated its authority to manage the 
neighborhoods when these developments 
were built" 

Lack of community pride and involvement 
is another problem. 

"When you have people who aren't going 
to be in an area for an extended period of 
time, they tend not to commit to the 
neighborhood, to the infrastructure and not to 
the city. This is borne by the fact that we 
have somewhere between 430,000 to 
450,(XX) people in Virginia Beach and only 
160,000 registered voters." 

If there's someone looking to make a 
difference — to change these numbers and 
get people interested in their city — it's 
Baxter. Why? 

, "I build coalitions. I bring people togetto-. 
I'm a driver, not a rider," he explained. "1 
love to fly, but I don't know how topilot a 
plane. Yet instinctively people hand me the 
controls. I want to be the person out front 
bringing people along." 

An advisor for the schools' Partners in 
Excellence program, Baxter also serves on 
tte Tidewater Center for Technology Access 
Board of Directors and edits the Glenwood 
C%ldy newsletter. All this while aim serving 
in the annual Earth Day Committee and 
actively participating in the Little Creek 
Sailing Association and Non-Commissioned 
Officers Association. When l» goes home to 
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Pennsylvania, Baxter even puts in time with 
the Lima Fire and Ambulance Company! 

"But 1 still have plenty of time for myself. 
I just don't like sitting around doing nothing. 
I'm a jack-of-all-trades, master of some" he 
grinn^l.

The finely-crafted wedding 
gowns and dresses delighted and 
surprised museum-goers at a 
recent exhibit opening at the 
Francis Land house. 

The colors, fabrics and styles 
were beautiful, but the size of the 
waistlines brought the most 
"oohs" and "ahs" from the crowd. 
How in the world, the ladies 
wondered, did anyone ever fit 
into the tiny clothes from "those 
old days?" 

But these clothes aren't relics 
of earlier centuries, when women 
laced themselves into tight 
corsets, or even from World War 
II, when fitted suits were the 
rage. Rather, they were worn in 
the 1950s, 1960s and eariy 1970s, 
when today's Francis Land House 
was a high-fashion dress shop. 

Clothes from Rose Hall Dress 
Shops, which was open fix)m 
1955 to 1974, will be displayed 
at the Francis Land House until 
June 1997. This exhibit is 
particularly exciting, according 
to intern Heather Foster, 
because, unlike most of the 
artifacts displayed in the 18th- 
century museum, "There are still 
people around who can remember 
wearing these items." 

Colin and Mary Studds ran the 
dress shop, which they named 
"Rose Hall," in the downstairs 
rooms of their home on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. The shop, 
which featured fashions "for the 
ladies and their daughters" 
became a landmark in Princess 
Anne County. Foster said many 
people today still refer to the 
house, which is now city owned 
and open to the public, as "Rose 
Hall." They don't realize this site 
is the home of the present-day 
museum, she added. 

"We ask some people if 
they've ever been to U>e Francis 
Land House, and they say 'no'" 
Foster said. Then we ask them if 
they've ever been to Rose Hall 
and they say 'Oh, yes, I used to 
go there all of the time.'" 

Many of the people, like 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, who 
attended the recent exhibit 
opening, swapped memories of 
shopping at Rose Hall. But what 
captured their attention the most 
was that the small clothes, fitted 
smugly over wasp-waisted 
mannequins, served as proof that 
Americans are still getting larger 
despite the recent diet-and-fitness 
craze. 

"I think this must be about a 
size zero," Obemdorf said, 
pointing to an outfit she wore on 
her 10th wedding anniversary in 
1971. "I don't think in those old 
days anybody really ate 
anything." 

"Most of the clothes are 
between a size six and a size 
10," Foster said, adding that 
they're smaller than they sound 
because sizes used to run 
smaller. "We had trouble 
manipulating some of them over 
the mannequins," she added. 

Foster, a Virginia Beach native 
and a recent University of 
Virginia graduate, has been 
working on the Rose Hall exhibit 
since she began her internship in 
June. She replaced another 
intern, Melissa Coburn, who 
began to compile the information 
and objects in January. This 
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exhibit, she added, gave her a 
unique opportunity to delve into 
the recent past. 

"Melissa made the original 
contacts," said Foster, "and all of 
these clothes were loaned by the 
people who shopped here. "That 
wedding dress had been packed 
away in a box and not opened for 
30 years," she said, pointing to a 
straight-skirted wedding dress. 
That dress, although not as 
elaborate as many of today's 
wedding dresses, was very 
elegantly-designed, with a simple 
veil and a just a hint of lace. 

Some of the clothes on 
display are very dressy, but the 
styles progressed to the more 
casual era of the late 1960s and 
early 1970s. "It was fun to see all 
of the different styles." Foster 
said, "and how the skirts went 
from long to short to long . But 
everything's so different, it was 
hard making it all fit together. It 
was a challenge making the 
difTerent things look coordinated." 

Foster, who had a duel major in 
art history and English literature, 
said she used some of the design 
techniques she'd learned in art 
history to arrange the different 
styles of clothes. 

"That cocktail dress could be 
worn today," she said, pointing to 
a short black lace dress. "And the 
ladies' daughter wore that green 
dress to her prom a few years ago 
and, I'm told, got a lot of 
compliments on it." 

Obemdorf still remembers when 
she bought the long, red print 
dress she wore on her 
anniversary, which she 
celebrated June 11, 1971. The 
skirt is split in the front to reveal 
the hot pants, or culottes, 
underneath. 

"But I tried to keep the dress 
pulled together because I was 
uying to be very demure," she 



said. "I remember the day I 
bought it Elvis Presley was 
coming to town, and all of the 
women were in here buying 
clothes to wear to that concert. 
They thought 1 was buying an 
outfit for that too but I said 'no, 
this is for my wedding 
anniversary.'" 

Paul Lankford, who's now an 
active volunteer at the Francis 
Land House, remembers being 
dragged to Rose Hall on shopping 
trips with his mother. He didn't 
really mind, he said, because 
there was always something in it 
for him. 

"I used to come here with my 
mother, and I'd have to sit out in 
that hall," he said, pointing to the 
wide entrance hall. "I'd sit there 
and eat cookies, they always had 
cookies for the children. They 
were very good, so I never 
minded coming here." 

Later, when he was a young 
schoolteacher, Lankford revisited 
the shop with a girlfriend. "I 
came here in 1970 with my 
girlfriend," he said. "She'd come 
in to buy an 'ensemble' and I 
don't think I've heard that word 
since. My wife also came here to 
buy her riding clothes. This was 
evidently one of the main places 
in the city that ladies came to 
buy habits." 

Naomi Bloodworth, who 
worked at Rose Hall "off and on" 
from 1955 to 1960. also 
remembers that the styles then 
were more formal than today's 
jeans and sun dresses. "There 
were nice clothes there, mostly 
suits, blouses and dresses," she 
said. "I bought some clothes there 
that were just beautiful," and 
clothes that she bought her 
daughter were passed down to 
other children in the family for 
years. 

The employees were expected 



to dress up for work, Bloodworth 
said, because the shop attracted 
some of the most affluent women 
in Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 
She, like Foster, said that the 
house looked somewhat different 
then "because the rooms had no 
furniture, just racks of clothes." 

"The Studds lived upstairs, and 
lunch was cooked in a room 
upstairs," Bloodworth added. The 
employees were served home- 
cooked lunches prepared by the 
Studds' household staff "and the 
food was very good." Although 
the old house was generally a 
pleasant place to work, she does 
remember that it felt "a little bit 
spooky" one night when the 
family was away. There was a 
myth, later refuted, that prisoners 
were housed in the basement 
during the Civil War. 

The Land family, who owned a 
large plantation on the 
Lynnhaven River, immigrated to 
Virginia in the 1630s. The 
present-day house was built in 
the late 1700s, and members of 
the Land family lived in it until 
the 1800s. Although several 
families have occupied the 
house, it wasn't called Rose Hall 
until the Studds opened the dress 
shop in 1955, Foster said. 

"Usually, with these farms, 
each family who owned it would 
call it something different, and 
the Studds named it Rose Hall 
when they opened the shop here," 
she said. Their daughter, Mary, 
still lives in Virginia and worked 
with the staff to plan the exhibit. 

"We relied on people who 
remembered the shop," Foster 
added. "People come in here and 
they can relate to what they see 
versus seeing a display from 200- 
300 years ago. It seems like a 
step back to yesterday, because 
there are a lot of people who can 
■remember Rose Hall."

Beach team studies regionalism

Beach biker picked as ambassador, 
rallies for more healtliy babies

Marie Luis, otherwise loiown as 
"Hood," is a big, burly bilcer with 
a heart of gold. 

A picture of him, sitting on his 
bike and holding a baby, will 
appear on posters advertising "The 
Ride For Healthier Babies," an 
event sponsored by the March of 
Dimes of Greater South Hampton 
Roads. The caption underneath the 
picture will read "It Takes a Tough 
Mother To Love Babies." 

The March of Dimes held a 
contest earlier this year to find their 
"biker ambassador." Contestants 
sent pictures of themselves in full- 
regalia into the March of Dimes. 

"I'm doing this because I really 
want to be a help to the 
community and the cause. I'm not 
getting involved because they're 
giving me something. I just want 
to be involved in the community," 
said Luis. 

Luis, 32, has been riding for 
most of his life. He got his first 
bike at age 7. 

"It was Evil Caneval that got me 
into it. He was the man when I 
was a kid. I wanted to be just like 
him. I had the Evil Caneval helmet 
and my mini-dirt bike," laughed 
Luis. 

Luis, who was bom in Texas left 
his home state to join the Navy, 
which is how he ended up in 
Hampton Roads. For the past two 
years he has been part owner of H 
& L Trading Post, a motorcycle 
shop in Virginia Beach. 

Luis, a member of the Tidewater 
H.O.G.s and former assistant 
director to the group, describes the 
biker community as very close 
knit. The biker association he 
belongs to has become a second 
family to him. 



"We help each other out, support 
one another. Most of the people 
involved are good, down to eiuth 
people. The only diifcrena". 
between them and your average guy 
is that they like to ride," said Luis. 

He admits that part of the reason 
he wanted to become involved in 
The Ride for Healthier Babies was 
to help change the negative 
stereotype of bikers. 

"You only hear about the bad 
when it comes to bikers. You 
never hear about the good. I'm 
hoping that maybe when someone 
sees a group of bikers they may 
not automatically say, 'Oh, hero 
comes trouble.' But instead, 'those 
are the guys who helped the March 
of Dimes,'" said Luis. 

Luis hopes to see people from all 
walks of life come out and

participate in The Ride For 
Healthier Babies. 

"1 go to so many things that die 
set up just for bikers. Fd like to 
see teachers, reporters, firemen out 
there riding for the cause. We've 
invited Gov. Allen to come out. 
He has a Harley," said Luis. 

The agenda for The Ride For 
Healthier Babies is as follows. The 
bikers will meet at Newport News 
Park on Oct. 27. This is the place 
of departure. Registration will last 
from 9:30 - 11 a.m. The ride will 
begin at 11:30 a.m. Bikers will 
ride about 40 miles this year 
through Williamsburg and back. 

Organizers are h iping thai this 
year's event will be bigger and 
better than previous years. They 
would like to see 500 bikers come 



out. Last year's event had almost 
400 bikes, which was a good 
turnout considering it was raining. 

"I challenge them all to be there, 
lend a hand or just come along for 
the ride," said chairman of The 
Ride For Healthier Babies, Sieve 
Conrad. 

The event usually brings 
participation by a variety of clubs 
and individuals, including The 
Harley-Davidson Group, The Blue 
Knight, The Gold Wing Road 
Riders Association, Honda 
Enthusiasts and the Hampton

A number of incentives are 
offered by the March of Dimes in 
an effort to get riders involved in 
raising money.

We arc trying to rai.sc money lor 
research, education and community 
outreach programs so wc can 
change these statistics," said 
Shannon Gilbert, the community 
director of March of Dimes of 
Greater South Hampton Roads.

Indonesia. 

"We talked for about 45 
minutes and I took him through 
the booklet. He spoke broken 
English, but showed real interest.

He was filming for 
Indonesian TV with three 
cameramen, who were also 
listening intently. 1 told him I 
would pray for their team and 
what do you think, the 
Indonesians won the gold medal!" 

JohnMJn also told a story about 
talking with two athletes who had 
just been eliminated from the 
Badminton competition. 

"One was a Chinese-American 
and the oUier from China, who 
spoke almost no English. I gave 
him a booklet written in Chinese 
and he was very pleased. People 
from other countries like to get 
something written in their own 
language." 

On W«lnesday, the team sp«nt 
the day at Atlanta Univcrsitj^ 
within walking distance of tne 
Georgia Dome where the famed 
I>ream played basketball. Field 
hockey was being played on the 
university field and many athletes 



from Pakistan and India, were 
present. 

Each team member made 20 to 
30 contacts a day. Johnson met a 
missionary from India who had 
come to this country just to be a 
part of the evangelization ieffort in 
Atlanta.

pointed out that die city has been 
promoting regional partnerships for 
years, but he wanted to know how 
the city should go about achieving 
its objectives. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that "negotiation is the primary 
tool to make all of this work. We 
need to decide what it is we want to 
do." He said that Hampton Roa(fc 
communities need to be told what 
Virginia Beach wants to do, and if 
a common ground is found, good. 
If some are not willing to 
participate, he said the city will 
have to go around them. The city 
may have something to offer which 
the other communities need. 

Robert Scott, city planning 
directorwho heads ihe leam, started 
off by saying the six issues 
(businesses) discussed by the team 
are inter-related and thai the success 
in all aitas must come 
simultaneously — economic 
vitality, safety community, quality 
education and lifelong learning, 
quality physical environment, 
cultural and recreational 
opportunities and strengthening 
families. 

He said that the staff did not want 
to just head in the direction of what 
should be accomplished but to 
arrive there. 

Mac Rawls, director of the 
Marine Science Museum and a 
member of the team, led off the 
presentation with a discussion of 
the city's long-time goal of 
achieving a residential/commercial 
ratio in the city of 70/30. It is now 
80/20. 

The question is not reaching that 
goal, but how die city is going to 
do it. If Uiat goal is accomplished 
with commercial activity with low- 
paying jobs, and decreasing 
property values, nothing will be 
gained, something will be lost. 

Until 1988, Rawls said, the 
city's per capita income has always 
been higher than the state andU.S. 



incomes. But since then bolh the 
state and national average per capita 
income have overtaken the Virginia 
Beach income. He said the city has 
had not problems creating jobs-out 
of 18 eastern localities, Virginia 
Beach placed fourth in creating 
jobs. 

But 62 percent of the jobs m 
Hampton Roads pay below the 
national average. 

Don Maxwell, Economic 
Development director and a 
members of the leam, said that the 
city would need $2 billion in new 
commercial activity to achieve a 
7/30 ratio and remain stable in 
residential values. That's a dramatic 
increase, he said. 

Of 1 1 southeastern cities, seven 
in Hampton Roads, Virginia Bexh 
has the lowest percentage of 
commercial versus residentia] 
activity. But a 70/30 ration, said 
Maxwell, will have to be driven by 
quality. 

Susan Walston, Parks and 
Recreation director and a member 
of the team, said that business 
climate to attract business, is 
created by a well-uained work 
force, a government that knows 
when to hold back and when to 
assist, and a community 
environments which shows how 
die people feel about living in their 
community. 

Louis Cullipher, director of 
Agriculture and a member of the 
team said that people in a 
community need both work 
opportunity with security and an 
opportunity to move upward. As 
they move upward, he said, so will 
the value of their property, 
continuing the ever-linking chain. 

James Ricketls, Tourism 
director, said Hampton Roads is 
larger than the metropolitan areas 
of Indianapolis, Milwaukee, 
Orlando, New Orleans, Charlotte 
and Jacksonville. 

But Hampton Roads is out of die 
way and Virginia Beach is cul (fe 
saced. 



"People don't come to Virginia 
Beach unless they want to come to 
Virginia Beach." The exception is 
the the people who enter the city 
by way of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel. 

The region has its uniquenesses, 
said Ricketts, but from m 
economic vitahty viewpoint, it is 
isolated, and Virginia Beach shares 
many of the region's advantages 
and disadvantages, he said. If die 
region takes a downturn, he said, 
so does Virginia Beach aldiough 
the uniqueness of the region 
provides opportunities also. 

Block ' said dial regional 
relationships are just an economic 
concept and that it doesn't matter 
who is in the center of the sun- 
planet relationship, it does not 
work in Hampton Roads. 

Although no mention was made 
of who the "sun" was in the 
sun/planet model of regional 
relationships, Norfolk has long 
been consklered the core city or 
"sun" in the region. In die 
Hampton Roads of today, 
maintains the Virginia Beach team, 
that model, regardless of which is 
considered the dominant member, 
is not workable. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she has been pre«:hing that all 
members of die Hampton Roads 
community should be treated as 
equals and that many oUier 
communities in the region are 
willing to share that concept. 

Branch questioned the value of 
achieving a 70/30 
residential/business ratio when 
communities which better Virginia 
Beach in that respect have higher 
tax rates. 

Branch also questioned how die 
city was going to achieve its 
economic goals when most big- 
income jobs come with waa- 
related businesses. 

The city's water problems, said 
Block, "should not keep us from 
worlcing widi other communities."

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begin a theater program at 
Bayside Middle School diis fall. 

"One of die things I want 
to do is inti'oduce students to 
what dieater is all about," said 
Virginia Wesleyan professor 
BenUey Anderson, who's 
directing "A Midsummer Night's 
Dream," and who will be a key 
player in the project. He and 
Taylor, a Wesleyan graduate, ae 
already old hands at working 
with elementary and middle 
school students. He worked widi 
gifted students in the city's 
public schools for several years, 
and she look her apprenticeship 
program into the elementary 
schools, where students 
perfonned the comic play within 
"Dream" which at local schools 
last year. 

The Lake Edward projects grew 
out of these past efforts and a 
desire on the pan of Virginia 
Wesleyan staff members "to be 
involved with the community," 
said Anderson. Faculty members 
have tutored middle school 
students in disciplines ranging 
from computer scieiKe to fencing 
"and some people thought it 
would be nice U) have a (bama 
px^gram," he added.

Math workshop measures up to teacher success 



Beach educators tackle discrete 
mathematics at Celebration Station

It is not often that teachers play 
the role of studoJts. 

But for the past two weeks that 
is just what 25 teaihershave been 
doing at the Celebration Station 
campus of Princess Anne High 
School. 

As part of a program sponsored 
by Rutgers University and the 
National Science Foundation, area 
teachers learned new ways to teach 
discrete mathematics while earning 
college credits toward 
recertification. 

The teachers, who insmjct grades 
kindergarten through eighth, are 
focusing on math study using real- 
world problems to leach and 
reinforce concepts, such object 
placement or ways to sort 
information. 

"Basically it's an attempt to 
make teachers more awareof using 
discrete mathematics in the 
classroom," said Nancy Rahal, lead 
teacher for this seminar, who look 
a similar course at Rutgers 
University in 1993. 

When the university decided to 
implement satellite courses for 
commuters this year, Rahal 
suggested Virginia Beach. Another 
is being held in Rhode Island. 

Although most of those 
attending the local conference arc 
from the Virginia Beach school 
system, a small delegation from 
northern Virginia also came down 
for the two-week session which 
ends today. 

The course gives them hands-on 
applications in discrete math, 
which is one of the standards used 
in teaching math to children. 

The method is used in computing 
everyday mathematic problems and 
discovering what steps must be 
taken to get the job done. 

"Discrete math is the branch of 
mathematics that deals with the 
arrangement of mathematics," 
explained Rahal. 
That can be anything from

arrangement of computer time 
usage, arranging work crews fcs 
businesses or delivery routes fcff 
businesses, such as the time it 
takes to make a delivery or the 
most efflcient route to put the teast 
wear-and-tear on a company 
vehicle. 

Rahal said the layout of 
Celebration Station, a former mall 
transformed into a school since a 
fire destroyed Princess Anne High 
School last year, is ideal. 

The teachers are utilizing the 
wide hallways for their activities. 

One was a human graph. 
Masking tape on the floor outlined 
a sequence of steps in which the 
teachers had to form a human chain 
to reach the end. 

This is a very different type of 
graph from the x- andy-coordinates 
used 20 to 30 years ago. Since 
students can physically see how it 
works, techniques such as this can 
be brought back to the classroom 
for hands-on learning. 

"I think they're learning things 
they didn't know before," said 
Rahal. "They're learning technique 
and things they used to think had 
to be learned through trial aid 
error. Now, they're finding there is 
a systematic way to come up with 
a solution." 

Another method of teaching is 
cooperative learning groups, whoe 
students must work together to 
solve a problem. 

They must come up with several 
solutions to a problem within a 
group, then choose the best one 
and how to implement it.

While many teachers use this 
method in the classroom, few have 
ever participated in it themselves. 

Rahal said being a student instead 
of a teacher, for a change, will help 
them become better instructors. 

"They are having fun," she noted. 
"It's so nice to be in a class with 
other teachers, and they're sharing. 

"Being in a role of a student 
again helps them understand their 
students' needs. It's good for them 
to feel frustration sometimes when 
they don't full grasp something, 
because then they can better 
undo'stand what the students are 
going through." 

The seminar is federally fiinded, 
which means that while earning 
recertification credits, the teachers 
are also paid for attending. The 
teachers must meet for four 
Saturdays over the next year, 
followed by a one- week course next 
summer. 

Rutgers University is planning 
two more satellite sessions next 
year — one in Colorado and 
another in a site yet to be 
determined.

When 
the 2 year old starts out, he's 
crawling around on the floor. I 
work with the child. I want them 
to like me fbtt. I pve out a lot of 
stickers as posidve reinfwcemenl. 
After awhile, all the little ones 
are kissing me gocKl-bye. By 
about the third fewm.

That's where the Old Dominion 
Children's Choir is headed if all 
goes well.

Law enforcement block 
grant geared to safety

A law enforcement block grant 
allotted to Virginia Beach under 
the Omnibus FY 1996 
Appropriations Act will be spent 
on equipment aimed at improving 
public safety and reducing crime. 

A total grant of $285,692. 
which includes a local match 
from the city, will be used to 
purchase an infrared imaging 
system to enhance the search and 
rescue capability of the Police 
Department's helicopters 
($152,800); to acquire 



communication equipment 
needed for the new 17 police 
officers that will be hired during 
FY 1996-97 under a federal 
community policing grant 
($107,892); and. to equip 40 to 
50 more school buses with radios 
to increase safely (525,000). 

The money for school buses 
augments the funding for school 
bus radios that has been included 
in the FY 1996-97 school budget 
and partially satisfies the 
recommendation from the Safe 
Schools Task Force that all 
school buses be radio-equipped.

Fighting for survival 

A Census Bureau report released Monday 

revealed something that should appeal to the 

conscience of all Americans: children comprise 

nearly half of all United States citizens living in 

chronic poverty. 

The census figures show that 48 percent of 
the destitute in 1992 and 1993 were those too 
young to help themselves. Overall, about 12 
million Americans, or 5 percent of the nation's 
population, were classified as chronically poor 
in that same period. 

The census makes President Bill Clinton's 
decision more difficult concerning the welfare 
reform bill. Poor children versus saving the 
government money: Who would want to be in 
his shoes? 

Common sense says there's more at stake 
than just money. It is about young people's 
health, nutrition, learning and chances of 
survival. 

A new Urban Institute study estimates that as 
many as 1.1 million more children could face 
poverty if the bill, passed by Congress in July. ■ 
receives Clinton's OK. 

In case you're wondering what poverty is. the 
average threshold (at the time of the Census 
Bureau study) was $14,763 for a family of four. 
Imagine trying to feed, house and clothe four on 
that Income. Not easy today — not by any 
standards. 

Let's hope that whatever decision the 
president makes, he will put much deliberation 
into it and consider poverty's smallest victims.

So 
here's what parents can do: 
volunteer for school activities 
and Slay in regular touch with 
teachers. 

Read to your very young 
children, and share books with 
your older children. Limit 
television to no more than two 
hours on a school night. And talk 
with your youngsters about the 
values you want them lo have 
and about the dangers of drugs, 
alcohol and tobacco. 

■ Employers: Remember that 
quality education is critical to 
producing a quality workforce. 
Many businesses offer leave 
and/or flex-time to their 
employees to allow them to 
volunteer in schools and to give 
parents the time to participate in 
their children's school activities. 
The "family-friendly" businesses 
have been rewarded with higher 
worker productivity. 

Business people can also 
provide work-study opportunities 
and internships and 
apprenticeships for students, and 
help define ihe skills, knowledge 
and work habits needed for 
success in today's challenging 
workplace. 



■ Community members: If 
you're in a community, cultural, 
religious, law enforcement or 
other neighborhood group or 
organization, you can make a big 
different, too. Work with the 
schools to offer after-school and 
summer enrichment programs and 
homework centers. Become tutors 
or mentors. 

Help with adult literacy efforts. 
Establish computer labs in 
neighborhood centers. Create safe 
corridors for children going got 
school. And encourage your local 
paper to report positive stories 
about young people. 

■ Schools: Schools can't do 
the job alone these days, and 
teachers and principals should 
reach out and make parents and 
community members their 
partners. Educators can use the 
phone, newsletters, home visits 
and E-mail to keep parents 
informed and part of the 
education team. They can take 
advantage of community learning 
reK)urces. 

They can meet with parents at 
the beginning of the school year 
to agree on goals and 
responsibilities. Most important, 
they can make parents feel 
welcome in the school and 
include them in decision-making. 

Southern Illinois University 
President Ted Sanders has 
summed it all up best, "If schools 
are operating at maximum 
efficiency, they are responsible 
for about 40 to 50 percent of what 
a child leams. The other 50 to 60 
percent of learning comes linom 
the family and community." 

President Sanders is one of the 
four co-chairs of "America Goes 
Back to School: Get Involved!" 
The others are Tipper Gore, the 
wife of Vice President Al Gore; 
Joan Dykstra, the president of the 
National PTA; and. Bo Jackson, 
the actor, businessman and 1985 
Heisman Trophy winner for his 
great accomplishments in college 
football.

In 1689, the first jail and court- 
house for Princess Anne County were 
built at Londcm Bridge near the East- 
cm Shwe Chapel. 

In 1695, a new courthouse was to 
be built "upon land belonging to the 
Brick Church." This refored to the 
Lynnhaven 
Parish 
Church built 
near the ferry 
in 1692. TTie 
courthouse at 
Eastern 
Shore was 
d i s a s - 
sembled and 
shipped 
across the 
Lynnhaven 
River and 
used to build 
the larger 
frame court- 
house. 

In 1730, 
Charles and 
Elizabeth 
Smyth 
deeded "a two-acre plot at the ferry" 
to the county for the site of a new 
brick court building. This white struc- 
ture, now called Old Donation Farm, 
is located one mile east of Indepen- 
dence Boulevard on Pemlnoke Bou- 
levard and today is a residence his- 
torically referred to as Ferry Farm. 
This was the third courthouse and the 
first to be made of brick. 

Edward Mosley Sr. purchased 5 1 
acres on the eastern branch of the 
Elizabeth River in 1897 with the idea 
of forming a new town. New Towne 
(later spelled Newtown) came into 
existence in 1740 and was settled in 
one-half acre lots. This became one 
of the major ports in the county and 
had an English garrison. 

The courthouse, st^ks and pillory 
were moved to New Towne in 1 75 1 , 
and it became the center of business 
and local society. For a while it was a 
vibrant colonial settlement. By the 
1770s, however, Newtown had be- 
gun to decUne as a port and no longer 
had lodging or entertainment facili- 
ties. 

When Newtown began to decline 
and the spirit of American indepen- 
dence began to rise, the court moved 
to Kemp's Landing in 1778. Kemp's 
Landing was located at theend of the 
eastern l»:anch of the Elizabeth River. 
Gtorge Kempe was the founding fa- 
ther. He begffli with 400 acres and he 
builtapublic landing and warehouses 
and laid out the town in one-acre lots. 
Soon tobacco warehouses lined the 
banksofthe village. In 1740, Kemp's 
Landing was designated as a tobacco 
inspection site. 

It was incorporated into the town 
ofKempsvillein 1783. 

A brick courthouse and a frame jail 
were built. The jail burned down and 
was replaced in 1780 with a more 
secure English bonded brick struc- 
ture. It was located behind the house 
known as Pleasant Hall, 5184 Prin- 
cess Anne Rd. 

By the early 20th century, the vil- 
lage was no longer a port of entry, but 
continued to grow. At this time, 
Kempsville boasted two stores, two 
churches and a brick school building. 
In 183.5 Kempsville had 200 inhab- 
itants and 27 residences. By the late 
20th century, this area had become 
heavily populated. It's interesting to 
note that as of January 1995 there 
were 154,817 people residing in the 
Kempsville Borough. 

In 1819, the people of Princess 
Anne County had become dissatis- 
fied with the location of the county 
seat in Kempsville and petitioned the 
legislature to move it to a site nearer 
the population and geographic center 
of the county. 

A small rural village soon called 
Princess Anne Courthouse was se- 
lected and in 1820 constriction be- 
gan on a new courthouse, jail and 
other authorized facilities. It was built 
of Flemish bond brick. It had two 



stories and a gallery. The building 
was restored in 1920. 

In 1822, the first court was held in 
the new building. Several inns and 
other businesses were established in 
this new village but it remained a 
small trading community throughout 
the 19th century. In 1835, the village 
of Princess AnneCourthouse had 150 
inhabitants, the usual county build- 
ings and 17 dwellings. 

It served a prosperous farm ing com - 
munity and nearby logging opera- 
tion. The early courthouse built in 
1824 is now surrounded by the city's 
Municipal Complex, all in keeping 
with its Colonial style. 

It's again interesting to note that 
thepresentPrincess AnneCourthouse 
complex has 2,447 employees alone 
and the present Princess Anne Bor- 
ough has 76,21 1 people, several shop- 
ping centers, the Oceana Naval Air 
Station and the U.S. Fleet Training 
Center at Dam Neck within its bound- 
aries. 

Although new judicial buildings 
were built at the complex and dedi- 
cated in June 1993, the old court- 
house with its Confederate memorial 
statue, unveiled in 1905 and given by 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, 
stands as a silent guard over this 
stately, historic building. 

The old trees, the flowers and the 
white columns of portico remind one 
of the beauty and grandeur of yester- 
year.

With a faint breeze coming off the bay 
and the blue sky overhead, something about 
Maury Jackson says he'd rather he at the 
helm enjoying a pleasant morning on the 
water. 

Maybe it's the way he keeps glancing at 
the Little Creek Amphibious Base Cove 
Marina, where his 34-foot sailboat "Nereus" 
is docked. 

Or, maybe it's because he chose this 
picturesque location for an interview. 

Or, maybe it's because Jackson seems 
happiest when recounting his adventures on 
the open water, such as the recent Cock 
Island Race. 

Retired in 1964 after 24 years in the Navy, 
and then in 1990 after 25 years with Wheat 
First Butcher Singer, Jackson has turned his 
attention these days to sailing and civic 
concerns. The latter occupies a major 
portion of his time. 

As a community activist, the Bay Colony 
resident is chairman of the Virginia Beach 
Clean Community Commission and first 
vice president of the Virginia Beach 
Beautification Commission. He serves as 
corresponding secretary for the Virginia 
Beach Council of Civic Organizations and 
as board member of the Virginia Beach 
Audubon Society. Jackson's commitments 
extend to the Butterfly Society of Virginia, 
for which he is treasurer, and the Lynnhaven 
Chapter AARP, for which he serves as board 
member. 
And that's only the beginning! 
A native of Kan.sas, Jackson contends that 
some of his finest moments have come 
"giving back" to the place he calls home: 
Virginia Beach. 

He was instrumental in making the 24th 
Street Park an oceanfront resource for 
everyone to enjoy. 

"I started that about 1986 and finished it in 
about December of 1987," he reflected. 
"They were going to put up another 16-story 
hotel to the south of it (the Life-Saving 
Museum of Virginia), just as they had to the 
north of it. The board of directors was 
wringing its hands — it would have been 
this little, tiny building between these two 
big structures. I said, 'Let's try to do 
something about it!"' 

Jackson organized a grassroots campaign. 
Gaining little attention from a petition 
presented before city council, proponents 
sought to raise money for the land. 

"The guy only wanted $2.4 million for it!" 
he grinned. "We started getting a few dollars 
here, $500 and $1,000 there, until this guy 
asked how much we wanted. I thought 
$100,00 was too much, so I told him 
$50,000. By then we had about $100,000. 
Finally, we got it up to around $300,000 and 
the land owner made us some concessions 
— lowered the price." 

Taking their proceeds to council, park 
supporters finally grabbed the city's 
attention. 

"And they saw the public was interested, 
too. Council voted to appropriate the other 
$1.8 million to buy the thing," Jackson said. 
His own efforts did not go unnoticed. 
Asked by Mayor Meyera Oberndorf to serve 
as chairman of the Clean Community 
Commission, he has led that group since 
1988. 

The Clean Community Commission, he 
explained, keeps Virginia Beach an 
attractive place to live through several 
"Adopt-A" programs (Adopt-A-Spot, Adopt- 
A-Street. etc.), storm drain stenciling. 
Clean the Bay Day, Earth Day celebrations 
and a yearly Environmental Service Awards 
Breakfast. This volunteer effort saves the 
city thousands of dollars annually. 

"If the Volunteers didn't pick up the trash, 
for example, the city would have to do il. If 
we didn't do the storm drain stenciling, the 
city would have to do it. I believe in the 
commissions aims and objectives — to keep 
the city clean and attractive." 

Jackson also belongs to the Virginia 
Beach Beautification Commission, which 
shares a similar mission. He produces its 
newsletter and served as president from 
1988-90. 

"It encourages people to landscape and 
keep their property attractive. They had a 
program that provides a tree to every person 
who adopted a spot. We gave out 40, and I 
think we still have 60 or 80 to go. We give 
awards to private residents and commercial 
establishments with the nicest-kept land, 
and we also have two or three prototype 
gardens. One's at the intersection of 
Birdneck and Laskin, another at Mount 
Trashmore. and there's one at the Visilw's 
Center at the end of the expressway." 

Not only does Jackson enjoy the 
landscaping efforts of the Beautification 
Commission, he tries to make his own little 
environment a thing of beauty. A butterfly 
enthusiast, the fluttery creatures are 
naturally attr»:ted to his lawn, and he also 
loves the feathered friends that call his yard 
home. 

When not woricing in the yard or tending 
to his civic concerns, Jackson can most 
likely be found onbc^rd the Nereus, named 
for an obscure Gr^k god of the %a. It's then 
that he's hai^i^L 

■"Ilie CMily ships I ever siw were in news 
reels," Jackson said, recalling his years 
growing up in Kansas i^lated from the 
waves. "The Navy made a concerted effort 
tt> recruit us." 




Although his big ship days are behind him, 
Jackson still enjoys taking friends and 
family out for sailing excursions whenever 
the mood strikes. A member of the Little 
Creek Racing Association (which he 
founded), Jackson is particularly fond of its 
Wednesday night races. 

A board member and founder of Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters of South Hampton 
Roads, Jackson is also chairman of Virginia 
Beach Citizens for Electoral Reform. He 
attends Galilee Episcopal Church and is a 
member/past president of the Optimist Club 
of Central Virginia Beach. 

Other commitments include the Virginia 
Beach Exchange Club (member/past 
president), Sigma Chi fratemity, Sugar Plum 
Bakery (past board member) and Virginia 
Beach Center for the Arts (past treasurer).

Hands On Day introduces children 
to 18th-century chores, lifestyle

At age 10, Amber Giles can do 
most of the things that Colonial 
period children did every day. 

stu' can make butter, stitch a 
\\>mKi. make a sundial and play 
ISth-cemury games. 

As a participant at Lynnhaven 
Hou.sc s Hands On Days for 
Children held the past two 
weeks, Giles was one of many 
local youngsters that learned 
these things and more. 

Last year the event was just 
two days long. At the request and 
interest of both parents and 
children, Lynnhaven House 
extended it to one full week of 
Colonial America this year. 

"The reason we're having it is 
because we want children to 
have a real feel for how children 
lived in the 18th century and 



what they were doing," said 
Shirley Beuche, spokesperson for 
the Lynnhaven House. "We feel 
it gives them a better 
appreciation for what life is like 
today." 

Life today is very different from 
that in Colonial times, she noted. 

There were no watches, so ihcy 
made and u.scd sundials. 

There were no ballpoint pens. 
People used quills. 

Instead of buying clothing and 
linens at the store, inkel looms 
and spinning wheels were used. 

People depended upon each 
other and the land for much of 
their livlihood. 

To impress this upon the 
youths, several visitors attended 
the camp on different days. 

A naturalist came one day to 
talk about the outdoors, touching 
upon much of the local history as

the children surveyed the 
grounds. 

"He was teaching them to 
smell and feel and look at the 
plants," Beuche recalled. "They 
were so funny, smelling ihc 
trees. " 

A re-enactor from the 7th 
Virginia Regiment paid a call to 
Lynnhaven House looking for 
Colonial recruits. 

Dressed in period soldier 
clothing, he carried a musket and 
a pack of necessities upon his 
back. He took them outside to 
drill for Gen. Von Steuben's 
army, /loting that the owner of 
the Lynnhaven Hou.se during the 
Revolutionary War had been a 
staunch supporter of the patriots. 

With a startling resemblance to 
Windsor Woods Elementary 
School's principal Drummond 
Ball, Private Drummond Ball 
taught his recruits how to march, 
pack a soldier's bedroll and carry 
a musket. The children played 
their roles and practiced their 
skills in air seriousness, using 
walking sticks instead of true 
firearms. 

Another visitor was a long- 
hunter, who told the children 
about experiences of tanning 
hides, curing meat and building 
fires for survival. 

A demonstration on a spinning 
wheel and inkel loom provided 
the kids with a small sample of 
weaving to take home. 

Sewing was another project. 

"We told them the girls had to 
learn how to sew at age 4 or 5," 
said Beuche, who encouraged 
them to sew rosebuds or buttons 
on Colonial hats which they also 
took home as souvenirs. 

One of the most intriguing

Renowned children's author calls Beach home 



Connie Porter, creator of 'Addy' 
series, enjoying new life here

"Addy," beloved by the young 
and not-so-young, has found a 
new home in Virginia Beach. 

Well, at least her creator has. 

Author of the "Addy" books in 
the popular American Girl Series, 
Connie Porter moved from Boston 
to Virginia Beach nearly a year 
-ago. Like many transplanted 
Northerners, she realized the area 
had a lot to offer, 

"I like the people here. They're 
very friendly," Porter said. "And 
you may not realize it if you've 
lived here all your life, but it's a 
lot more relaxed than the North." 

Then there's the weather. 

Porter was born in Buffalo, 
N.Y., a city notorious for cloudy, 
snowy winters. 

"We had as many as 30 days 
with no sun," she lamented. 

Porter agreed with the 
consensus of almost every 
Northerner who spends a winter in 
Hampton Roads. 

"1 thought it was wonderful! 
People went around complaining 
about the winter, saying, 'It's 
freezing." Im thinking, 'It's great!' 
One day I was working in the 
house and 1 heard the radio say 
school was cancelled. I looked 
out the window and saw a little 
•snow on the grass. 1 thought, 'it 
must be snowing somewhere else, 
because I sure didn't see much 
here. " 

Porter has six Addy books to 
her tre( H. But those six books 
have Ipcd make her a 
succcssiul author whose books 
have sold nearly three million to 
date. 



Has she realized her dreams'.' 

"1 think 1 have accomplished a 
lot of what I want to," Porter said. 
"My dreams have pretty much 
come true." 

Most little girls who enjoy 
reading, or being read to, have 
heard of 9-year old Addy Walker, 
a young slave girl who is forced 
to pick worms off tobacco plants 
and watch her father and brother 
being sold to another plantation. 
Later, Addy and her mother 
escape to freedom, and 
eventually the family is reunited. 
The last five books deal with their 
life in a newly-emancipated 
United States. 

Porter's first book, "Meet 
Addy," was published by Pleasant 
Company in 1993, and the rest of 
her five books and their 
remarkable success is history. 

History, by the way, is a 
subject dear to Porter's heart. 

"I'm interested in history and I 
think that's maybe part of the 
reason why I did the Addy series. 
I like to read physics books and 
one thing they talk, about very 
often is the past, present and the 
future. 

"Time is constantly interacting 
with one another. History repeats 
itself and them was because I 
never really had a chance to meet 
them. I thought these stories were 
more reflective of the lives they 
lived. If they were alive, they 
would be over a hundred years 
old. They weren't so far, maybe a 
generation or so, from Addy's 
life." 

Porter graduated from State 
University of New York, at 
Albany and from Louisiana State

University with a master's degree 
in creative writing. She started 
out as a teacher, instructing at a 
high school and boarding school 
called Milton Academy just 
outside of Boston. 

"I must admit (that), on the 
whole, I enjoyed it," Porter 
smiled.

writing and my first book came 
out and I had to start touring, 1 
didn't have time. It wasn't fair to 
the students." 

Today, Porter is busy writing an 
adult novel which should be on 
the shelves in about 18 months. 
She also keeps hopping with toprs 
for the Pleasant Company. Along 
with the other three authors of the 
American Girl Series, Porter will 
soon be signing books for children 
at bookstores in New York City 
and Chicago.

Porter smiled, "It's not unusual 
when any of the American Girl 
authors go out to have a turnout of 
more than a thousand show up at 
a bookstore. It's gotten to the 
point now where we often must 
limit, maybe two boc^s, because 
the collection is so big. There are 
now calendars, trading cards, 
buttons, posters. Sometimes kids 
arc collectors and they come in 
with every book and poster they 
own." 

Porter has visited local schools 
and spoken to the students. She 
has been to Norfolk Academy and 
schools in Chesapeake. 

"Sometimes, a teacher will 
come up to me at a book store or 
a library and will say, 'Oh, will 
you come to our school?' I like 
doing it, but I do have to limit the 
visits or I wouldn't be able to get 
my book finished." 

In spite of her busy schedule. 
Porter finds time for a bit of 
gardening. A row of tomato and 
okra plants grow along the back 
fence in her yard and peaches 
cover the kitchen counter. She is 
excited about her new venture 
into gardening. 

"This is my first garden. Now, 
I'm getting gardening books and 
canning books from the library. I 
sit around and try to figure out 
whether to freeze them or can 
them. So, those are the things I 
mostly read bout now." 

On a recent visit from 
Pittsburgh, Porter's mother sat in 
her daughter's den watching 
television. She eagerly seconded 
her daughter's opinion of Virginia 
Beach. 

"I like it here," she said. With a 
view of a lake pecking out from 
under the trees across the street. 
Porter is happy with her new 
home — and her new home of 
Virginia Beach is happy with her.

For all one can tell from history 
books, or from popular adventure 
stones, both on and off screen, 
conquering the west was an all- 
white venture, except for the 
occasional runway. History books 
failed to provide accurate 
information so people would 
come to realize and learn that 
black men rode the cattle trails 
of Texas, and that Texas iiself 
was first discovered and explored 



by Esavanico, a black man. 

Did you know the site on which 
Chicago now stands was first 
settled by a black man, or that 
the famous Lewis and Clark 
expedition was led by a black 
scout, and that black cowboys 
herded the cattle and blazed the 
western trails in full partnership 
with white cowboys? 

Black cowboys have been the 
"forgotten men" of the West, but 
a small group of them never left 
their saddles; today they ride. 
rope and wrangle with the best of 
them. their numbers are 
increasing and the number of 
black cowgirls is also rising.

They're not good for 
you." explained Harry Turner, 
owner of The Real Bread 
Company. 

"Mayor Meyera Obemdorf loves 
our oatmeal raisin cookies and Pat 
Robertson has come in to pick up 
our 12 multi-grain bread." he 
noted. 

At last week's fair 21 Tidewater 
bakers came to participate in the 
community bread baking contest. 

Virginia Beach's largest loaf of 
bread was on display and patrons 
were asked to guess the weight of 
the loaf, which was more than 100 
pounds. The person with the 
correct answer won a free loaf. 
Also, tours of the bakery, 
balloons, clowns and lots of tasty 
samples were available at the 
bakery. 

Bake-off contestants came with 
their best breads all hoping to win 
first place. The prize for "rising to 



the top" included SI 00 and the 
winner's .'ery own line of bread. 

Margaret Stanton of Virginia 
Beach received the honor of baking 
the best bread in Tidewater. Her 
Fantastic Dutch Picnic Buns axl 
Raisin Loaf will be baked and .sold 
by The Real Bread Company^ 



Stanton. 81, was elated but 
surprised. 

"I have only been baking bead 
for a month or so. I bpcame 
inspired by Harry's breads. I found 
a book in the library about how to 
make real Dutch bre;ad. and I 
changed the recipes to the way they 
tasted best," said Stanton. 

Stanton believes the secret to 
why her bread tastes so good is the 
combination of unusual 
ingredients. 

"1 used no sugar, only honey. 
There are carrots, walnuts and two 
different types of raisins — • golden 
and black — in my bread," said 
Stanton. 

Judges for the bake-off included 
Turner; Dan Latta, marketing 
director of The Real Bread 
Company; chef Monroe Dunkin; 
and, Willie Motts. executive chef 
for Timbuktu. 

The contestants bread's were 
judged on the basis of taste, 
texture, freshness and presentation. 
Each judge rated the bread on a 
scale from one to 10 for each 
category. 

"It was a great lime. All the 
participants enjoyed it. Next year 1 
think we'll have more categories.

Victoria Girourd 
takes creative 
approach when 
storing pictures

Victoria Girouard thought that 
she'd recieved a huge box of 
chocolates when her family gave 
her a heavy, white and silver 
package for her 90lh birthday. 

Instead, she found a photo album 
with carefully preserved pictures 
that traced her life from her birth in 
1906 to the present. The album 
features pictures of four generations 
of that French-Canadian lady's 
family and includes black and white 
photographs of her parents, her 
1928 wedding, a gas station and oil 
business that she and her late 
husband owned in Massachusetts 
during the 1940s and 1950s, and 
her own children as youngsters 

More recent pictures show great- 
grandchildren in contemporary, 
neon-colored clothes. The album 
also includes present-day pictures 
of the Victoria, who's still the 
peppy, youthful lady that her 
grandaughter, Virginia Beach 
resident Cyndi Scott remembers 
from her girlhood. 

Scott put together the album for 
her grandmother from the pictures 
sh e'd collec ted "FFoTri " f^ily~ 
members and the skills she'd 
learned while preparing for a new 
career. The Virginia Beach 
homemakcr and former counselor 
had recently turned a life-long 
interest in the family, and a 
wiUingness-to take risks, into a 
business. 

"I was always so close to my 
grandmother," Scott said. "She's so 
youthful and energetic, and I 
wanted to make a remembrance 
album for her. She cried when she 
got it, she said she loved me before 
but now she loved me even more." 

Family and heritage have always 
been important to Scott, who 
confesses that she always kept old 
family pictures, "around in 
shoeboxes because I wasn't 
disciplined into getting them into 
albums." 

Her interest, and her own need to 
gel organized, evolved into a home-^ 
bases business that Scott said is 
aimed at helping others created 
"heritage albums" from old family 
pictures that have been shoved into 
drawers. 

Scott, a consultant for 
"Creative Memories", a franchise 
that offers products and information 
geared toward preserving 
photographs, now works abopt 20 
hours a week teaching workshops 
and classes in her Ocean Lakes 
home. She's been in business since 
1990, and she hopes to begin 
working full-time soon, but she 
said that gelling started in her own 
business was a huge first step for 
her. 

"But that's the thing I want my 
children to remember about me, 
that I was willing to takt risks," 
Scott, whose inlcrest in explisring 
the unknown also led her to le«m 
lo scuba dive and skydive. 

The Tennesse native was a drug 
and alcohol rehabilitation counselor 
until her husband's Naval career 
brought her to Virginia Beach. 
Then, her desire to stay home with 
her own ihrec children led her to 
explore ihe possibilities of 
working at home. 

"I wanted to do something 
different, I wanted an in-home 
business, but 1 didn't know what to 
do," she said. "1 was always 
interested in the family, that's why 
1 was Slaying home." When a 
friend told her about "Creative 
Memories", she thought it was 
good way to get inlvojved in a

business "and start doing my own 
family history, too." 

"It's like a quilting bee," Scott 
said about her workshops. "The 
ladies have something in common, 
they swap their memories, and that 
binds them together. I've heard 
some touching stories over the 
years." Most of the participants arc 
women, although "I did have a 
minister and his wife who were 

working on an album, and it was ,, , .a 

fun seeing ihennftrrar ttrere-OlferS neW nOfne^aieS ClaSi 
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working together. 

Creative Memories, the 
brainchild of a Montana 
homemaker and a Minnesota 
business execurive, has been 
around since the 1980s. The 
program teaches its students about 
the importance of preserving 
pictures in acid-free albums to 
prevent yellowing and crumbling, 
and it also suggests lay-out tips 
and techniques for sorting through, 
and organizing old pictures. 
Students are also encouraged to 
take at least one roll of black-and- 
white pictures each year because 
these pictures are easier to preserve. 

Classes are offered on a variety of 
levels, and the participants can 
learn to put together a wedding or 
anniversary album or document 
their entire family history over 
several generations. Most people 
find out about the classes "through 
word-of-mouth or at craft shows, 
womens' club events or other fairs, 
Scott said, "and some of them keep 
coming back." 

One session helps parents 
organize and "ABC" album for 
their children that features pictures 
of family members, friends and 
pets arranged in alphabetical order. 
When her own six©year ..old 
daughter, Hannah, was hospitalized 
for 10 days last year "I brought her 
her album and il helped because she 
missed being at home so much." 

Scotrs noticed that many people 
"are getting back into their heritage 
and family tradition" but most 
people feel "overwhelmed" at the 
thought of preparing photograph 
albums. "Over a seven-year period, 
the average family takes 840 
pictures," she said, "but most of 
them get stuck in drawers and 
shoeboxes. It seems 
overwhelming, but it's not hard to 
organize them. Once you get 
started it's fun and easy." 

Scott worked about 40 hours on 
her grandmother's album "but some 
people don't have 40 hours to put 
into it" so she gears her classes 
toward a variety of needs and 
interests. Her ultimate goal is to 
complete a complete an album that 
includes written information about 
each family member. "My family 
was a fun kind of family, my 
grandmother loved to dance a lot. I 
want one day to find out more 
about their lives and write a page 
(CK each one."

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Westminster 
Homes risks 
losing permit 

Council cites project as 
'eyesore' and questions 
rental plans of developer

Tidewater Westminster Homes 
Inc. has been put on notice that its 
use permit for a 109-unit home for 
the aged at the intersection W 
Shore Drive and Sunstates Court in 
the Lynnhaven Borough will be 
revoked unless all the units are fw 
elderly persons of low or moderate 
incomes. 

The corporation also was directed 
in a resolution adopted by city 
council Tuesday to remove the 
structure which was set fire by and 
arsonist or arsonists early this 
month as the project was under 
construction. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr., 
Lyn^ihaven Borough representative, 
r«)uested the resolution which, he 
said, discloses the intent of council 
to withdraw the use permit unless , 
all die units were rented to low- to 
moderate-income elderly resident; 
that is, rent for approximately 
$550 a month. 

Harrison said diat it was always 
his intention that "we swallow this 
large, bullung project with high 
density" to provide low-incomc 
housing. 

On June 27, 1995, council 
granted a conditional use permit for 
the home. But on July II, 1995, 
because of concerns regarding the 
density, design, bulk, siting, lot 
coverage and other features of the 
proposed facility, council voted to 
reconsider the application and on 
Aug. 22 reafHrmed the use pomit 
but imposed more conditions. One 
of the conditions stated that the 
project will be financed and will 
comply with federal low aid 
moderate-income housing 
requirements for the initial 15-year 
period. 

In a letter to council requesting 
council approval of a Virginia 
Beach Development Authority 
multi-family housing revenue 
bonds of $7.3 million fw 
Sunstates House Limited 
Partnership (the applicant is the 
controlling partner), the attcaney 
stated that only 20 percent of the 
units (22 units) would be set askle 
for rental to low-income elderiy 



persons at a $795 a month. 

Sunstates maintained that if it 
secured 9 percent credit financing it 
.would be possible to reot all the 
units at Jhe rat e of $538.50 a 
month, liut that it heedcdafall- 
back position in case it did not get 
the low interest rate. 

Harrison said that he did not want 
the developer to take any action to 
misconstrue the intent of council. 
He said that unless all 109 units 
were available to low-income 
renters, the applicant would be in 
clear violation of the use permit. 
Harrison also wanted the burned 
out structure removed. 

Dan Creedcn of Cape Henry 
Shores said that his neighborhood 
and Cape Story By the Sea are not 
opposed to an aparOnent building, 
but found the suucture put up by 
Westminster Homes "singularly 
unatu-active," a "warehouse." Ifc 
said it looked like an instant slum. 

Michael Hamer, attorney 
representing Westminster, said that 
the applicant always intended tie 
units to be for low- to nuxlerate- 
income elderly; the goal was to 
provide moderate- to tow-iocone 
housing "to die extent diat finances 
permit." 

Andy Anderson said that of the 
20 to 30 neighbors in Lynnhaven 
Colony not one person is in favor 
of the building. 

Council voted 10-0 in favor of 
Uie resolution; councilwoman Reba 
McClanan abstained because, she 
said, she was not on council when 
die use permit was approved. 

The resolution states that if it 
had been represented to city council 
diat fewer than all 109 units would 
be rented for $550, it would not 
have reaffirmed the granting of the 
conditional use pemftit. 

The resolution also requests the 
owners to raze the remains of die 

structure and restore the site to its 
preconstruction condition as soon 
as possible because "in its present 
condition the site is an eyesore and 
a (ktriment to the area." 

After council deferred action on 
the bond resolution on Oct. 24, 
1995, Sunstates' application for 9 
percent financing was rejected.

City council Tuesday 
appropriated $100,000 for die 
preliminary desip and engineering 
analysis.

Authority to negotiate the terms 
for transferring to Lake Ridge site, 
owned by the city, to die Audiority 
for die ccMistruction of the multi- 
purpose stadium; develop a use 
agreement widi the Virginia Beach 
Public Schools; identify funding

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Bicycles sold off to the highest bidder

One man's trash is another man's 
ueasure. 

That wasdie case with 105 lost, 
stolen or abandoned bicycles 
auctioned by die po4ice depanment 
Thursday. 

Bicycles dealers or rider 
wannabees show up for die event, 
hoping to find Uiat perfect baiigain 
while contributing to die $1,000 to 
$3,000 into die city treasury each 
month. 

"During the summer, we have 
our biggest crowds— over 100," 
said Lisa Varela, property and 
evidence officer for the Virginia 



Beach Police Department. "You 
can get your best deals on a cold, 
rainy day. If it's storming, we'll 
cancel, but I think in five years, 
we've only cancelled one auction 
due to we^er." 

Bicycles that have been jacked 
up, confiscated or Uimed in to die 
police deparwient are first brought 
to the local precinct. Each w^k, 
they arectelivered.to die backdoors 
of the First Precinct at die 
municipal center where they are 
locked up outside. 

This gives people whose bicycles 
have b<in lost or stolen a chance to 
find diem in one central location: 

Varela said they try to give 
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people every opportunity to recover 
dieir properly, but die department 
often has no way of knowing 
whether the bikes are lost w 
stolen. 

A person's best bet fiw 
recovering a stolen bicycle is to 
file a police report. To claim it, 
positive identification is required. 
T^al means having the serial 
niffl^ber which is often printed on 
die oVoer's manual or can be found 
of the Dixie's forks, frames ct 
someumes^htoi by the pedal.

Money always equals votes

With the Republican ticket of Bob 
Dole and Jack Kemp prepared to make 
lax cuts the centerpiece of this cam- 
paign, and Gov. George Allen still 
resolved to push the same idea in 
Virginia, this is a good time to lake 
stock of where we stand — and have 
stood — taxwise. 
The history of modem American 
politics can 
be summed 
up in the 
equation: 
money = 
programs; 
programs = 
votes. It will 
be hard to 
change. 

David 
Stockman, 
writingofhis 
years as 
President 
Reagan's 
first budget 

chief, said 

theyreahzed 
the tax cuts 
of 1981 (and 1986) would balloon 
the deficit, but felt it was worth doing 
to keep Congress from expanding the 
welfare state. That is, no new money 
= no new programs. Perhaps. 

Federal revenues in Reagan's first 
year, fiscal 1981, were $517 billion. 
In his last full year, 1988, they were 
$908 billion — an increase of 78 
percent! But spending wasn't con- 
trolled and cumulative deficits under 
Reagan exceeded $1.3 trillion. 

With Democrats in firm control of 
both houses of Congress under 
George Bush, the real fun began: 
more than $1 trillion added to the 
debt in just four years. 

You can play all kinds of games 
with these numbers. Had spending 
under Reagan tracked inflation and 
population growth, plus 10 percent 
for good measures, total outlays in 
1988 would have been about $835 
billionin.stead of $1,063 million, leav- 
ing a surplus and not adeficit of $155 
billion. 

The fatal fiaw in this argument is 



the large share of federal spending 
driven by enti dements that had to be 
honored by law. These grew far faster 
than inflation. Of course. Congress 
could have changed the law. 

But with Democrats controlling the 
House during all the Reagan-Bush 
years, and the Senate for the last half, 
there was no chance of reforming 
entitlements. 

When Republicans led by Dole 
tried to tackle some entitlements in 
the early '80s, they paid a high price 
at the polls. Reagan, for one, risked 
little political capital to help. 

Those votes, which achieved noth- 
ing, probably cost Republicans the 
Senate in 1986, when Democrats 
gained seven seats, mainly at the ex- 
pense of those senators elected with 
Reagan in 1980 who took their prom- 
ises to balance the budget seriously. 

But the most interesting number is 
the large growth in revenues while 
taxes were being cut — 78 percent — 
compared to that growth while taxes 
were being raised. In the years 1989- 
96, federal revenues grew only 61 
percent despite two major tax in- 
creases. 

In fairness, there was a substantial 
increase in the eamed-income credit 
during theBush-Clinton years, which 
must be counted a lax cut. And Reagan 
presided over at. least one major tax 
increase in 1983 to "save" Social 
Security. 

It was the image of a nation in 
perpetual crisis that sustained tax rates 
at what would now be thought 
aso-omonical levels through Presi- 
dent Carter. The wonder is people put 
up with it. 

In 1981, before the first of the 
Reagan cuts took effect, a single per- 
son with a laxableincome of $1 08,300 
paid a federal income tax of $55,697 
and 70 percent on anything over that. 
A married couple with the same in- 
come paid $46,895. 

By the end of Reagan's term, that 
same single taxpayer paid only 
$31,261 and the married couple 
$28,276. No income was taxed at a 
rate higher than 28 percent. But most 
of the loopholes that mitigated the 
old astronomical rates were closed. 



Well, you say, what about those 
making less? In 1981, a single person 
with a taxable income of $40,000 
paid $12,511 and a married couple 
making the same $10,109. After 
Reagan, that single taxpayer paid 
$3,624 less and the married couple 
$2,729 less. Sadly, some of this was 
reclaimed in higher Social Security 
taxes. But personal exemptions had 
been raised and tax brackets indexed 
for inflation, which helped a lot. 

Of course, the federal tax is by no 
means the sole tax, but space doesn't 
permit a dissertation. Suffioe it to 
say, before Reagan, the total tax bur- 
den in this country could exceed 80 
percent. After Reagan, it nowhere 
exceeded 50 percent. 

You might make an argument that 
the high taxes prevailing in the 40 
years after Pearl Harbor were justi- 
fied by an era of war and rumors of 
war. But by the end of the 1970s, the 
American economy wasclearly strug- 
gling to meet competition from abroad 
while creating several million new 
jobs a year at home. The Reapn tax 
cuts were not only long overdue, but 
most of the evidence suggests they 
worked. 

Dole promised to cut rates by 15 
percent. For those making less than 
$148,000, this would take rates just 
below what they were under Reagan. 
Those making more than $264,000 
would be taxed at a rate of 33.66 
percent instead of Reagan's 28 per- 
cent or Clinton's existing 39.60 per- 
cent. The tax on capital gains would 
be cut in half. But those with rela- 
tively small incomes would receive a 
$500 credit against taxes due for each 
child under 18. 

If the Dole-Kemp ticket does noth- 
ing more than make people aware of 
the taxes they're paying, they will 
blunt Democratic cries of "unfair- 
ness." Only in the Clinton-Gore de- 
monology is a successful person pay- 
ing more than half his income in 
taxes being coddled.

TTie nexl building we are going to 
discuss is not an old house, a church 
or a courthouse, but it is listed by the 
Virginia Landmark Commission and 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 
This special building is the Seaiack 
Life-Saving 
Station at At- 
lantic Av- 
enue and 
24th Street. 

The United 
States Con- 
gress created 
the United 
States Life- 
Saving Ser- 
vice in 1871 
and in 1874 
authorized 
three life- 
saving sta- 
tions to be 
built along 
the coast of 
what is now 
V i rgi n ia 
Beach — 
Cape Henry No. 1 , Seaiack No. 2 and 
Dam Neck Mills No. 3. 

In 1878, the Service became a 
branch of the Treasury Department 
and two more stations were added — 
Little Island No. 4 and False Cape 
No. 5. 

As shipping grew, so did life-sav- 
ing responsibilities and soon a larger 
No. 2 station was needed. One was 
built in 1903. The original building 
was moved to a vacant comer lot 
behind the station and converted into 
a telephone system office. In 1915, 
the Life-Saving Service became a 
part of the United States Coast Guard 
Service and has remained so to this 
present day. 

This station along with the others 
were all self sufficient units consist- 
ing of a sturdy, all-purpose, all 
weather buildings with a watchtower, 
a boat house, a surf boat, breeches 
buoy and other rescue equipment.

The crews and families lived in crude 
shanties clustered about each station. 
The crew members of Seatack No. 2 
and their families became the firet 
permanent resictents of the town of 
Virginia Beach. 

Although they didn'tgei paid from 
April 30th until the next winter sea- 
son, these men manned their stations 
year-round. When they weren't work- 
ing, they hunted and fished to keq) 
food on the table. 

A lookout manned the watchtower 
24-h(xjrs a day and crewmen patrolled 
the beach on foot or horseback. The 
patrols were on a schedule and they 
walked until they met the patrols com- 
ing from the adjoining stations. 

Seatack Station #2 got its name 
from the fact that in October 1813 
some British soldiers landed on the 
coast south of Cape Henry to look for 
supplies. Local militia drove the 
troops back and the spot where these 
British troops landed was called Sea 
Attack, later shortened to Seatack. 

When developers came in 1883 
and named their new hotel the Vir- 
ginia Beach Hotel, tlie oceanfront 
gradually became known as Virginia 
Beach and the area west of the town 
of Virginia Beach retained the Seatack 
name 

You may recall an earlier article on 
the Norwegian Lady. The Norwe- 
gian bark Dictator bound from 
Pensacola to Boston went aground 
300 yards off the coast of Virginia 
Beach at about 36ih SireeL 

The life-saving crews from Seatack 
and Cape Henry both responded. 

The existing su"ucture for the Lifc- 
Saving Museum, now called the Old 
Coast Guard Station, was built on the 
site in 1925, renovated in 1935 and 
closed in 1956 when its operations 
were merged with the Coast Guard 
facility at Little Creek. The building 
itself was decommissioned ijp 196§. 

The city acquired ihrbuilding'in 
1969, moved it a short distance and 
restored it. It is now used as a mu- 
seum and visitor's center.

As if Natalie Moore didn't get enough 
exercise on the job, the grandmother of three 
is a non-stop bundle of energy whose 
favorite ways of unwinding are running, 
weight lifting and Tai Chi. 

Moore, a distribution clerk for the city, 
helps keep Virginia Beach's governmental 
affairs operating smoothly. Working from the 
Operations Building basement at the 
Municipal Complex, she has been ensuring 
the day-to-day inner-office and Postal 
Service mail delivery for 10 years. 

"There are four of us, three of us with 
different runs that we go out on. Mine in 
particular is the Operation Building and City 
Hall, which I really like," she said. "They're 
connected by a tunnel down here. 1 deliver 
to probably 20 different deparunents, which 
takes about an hour." 

Moore's day starts Is'ight and early, when 
she and other distribution clerks meet in the 
mailroom to sort through thousands of letters 
and parcels. Once done, each wraps up his 
or her own mail and takes off for their routes. 

"Once we go to all these departments, 
we're dropping off mail from the post office 
and inner office mail, but all picking up 
mail to go out. It has to be sorted and/or 
metered, except for Stormwater, Public 
Utilities and Treasurer — the big ones. They 
take care of their own mass mailings." 

The job is right up her alley. 

"It's probably because 1 can talk to pretty 
much anybody, and I like to stay busy and 
moving. I don't think there's too much sit- 
down time for anybody doing this. Customer 
service is the number one function of the 
mailroom, so I love dealing with the public." 

Those Moore encounters along her route 
find the distribution clerk is also a fountain 
of information. 

"As a carrier, I'm always meeting people 
in the halls all the time who are lost and 
don't know where they're going. You have to 
help them sort it out, what deparunents they 
need to go to. This is a big complex. People 
will flag you because they see the words 
'Mail Service.' It is easy to get lost here, so I 
enjoy being a wealth of trivia," she smiled. 

At lunchtime you're not likely to find 
Moore enjoying a sandwich and 
conversation. 

Instead, it's time to "get physical." 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays she's up 
for a brisk run. On Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
she hits the weights at the police department 
gym. 

Pumping iron is nothing new for the on- 
the-go grandma. 

"When I hit my mid-30s, my kids had 
gotten to an age where they didn't need me 
watching them all the time. The running 
craze was already in the process, and I felt I 
was missing something in my life," she 
reflected. 

Tliat something was physical fitness. 

"I started going out running in the 
afternoons after the kids got home and had 
started their homework," Moore continued. 
"Well, my daughter won a membership to a 
health spa and didn't want it, so she gave it 
to me. I remember I went in there and they 
put me on a program of exercise equipment. 
Finally, I started looking around at the other 
girls in there, and they were all using free 
weights." 

Moore, bored with the average treadmill 
routine, wanted to tty the weights. She was 
hooked. 

"That was the beginning of it, and that's 
probably been 14 years ago. I won't say that 
in all those 14 years I've done it right, but at 
least I've done it," she smiled. 

Moore remains devoted to her running and 
recently returned from Red Bank, N.J., 
v^rhere she and her husband, Richard! 
participate in the annual George Sheehan 
Classic. Moore opts for the 5k run. while 
Michael does the 10k. 

She also relaxes with Tai Chi, a system 
of exerciK developed in China consisting of 
a series of slow, ritual movements. 

"I may not be top of the line in anything, 
but I'm consistent. I think that when you're 
looking for a balanced lifestyle, it's the key 
to living well." 

A resident of Virginia Beach's Foxfire 
section, Moore is also part of a church 
minisuy that combines walking and persons 
who are interested in learning more about 
the Catholic faith.

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New stadium reaps 
$100,000 from council 
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and the soccer franchise, and will 
also be used for other ai^ropriate 
sports events. 

Maxwell said that the 
preliminary design and engineering 
will be complete in 30 days aid 
that, realistically, the stadium 
would be ready for the soccer 
franchise games for the 1998 
season. 

The Mariners, acquired in 1995 
by Mark Garceaand Page Johnson, 
local businessmen, have indicated 
they will pay rent of $90,000 to 
$100,000 a year. 

Parking can be shared with the 
Amphitheater and the projected 
school which are on either side of 
the stadium site. 

Maxwell said the schools have 
been supp9ruve of the plan and 
an)roved the concept on Sept. 16. 

If in four or five years the soccer 
league progresses to the major 
league status, the city w^d 
consider expanding the stadiuni to 
the 20,000-capacity range. 

The cost of the initial project is 
estimated at $4.8 million. 

If the city is looking for a project 
that pays for itself, said Maxwell, 
this is not the project, but it has 
benefits. It would generate 
$192,200 on an annual basis in 
goods and services in the area and 
indirect and induced expenditures 
would total $205,000 a year. It 
would employ approximately 23 
individuals generating a yearly 
payroll of $330,000. Indirect and 
induced expenditures would 
generate an additional $132,000. 



The stadium would produce 
yearly revenues to the city of 
$157,044 in the first year and 
continue to increase to $176,992 
by year 10. 

Councilwoman Louisa Strayhom 
questioned the economic feasibility 
of deferring the construction of a 
larger stadium at high cost. 

Some council members saw a 
conflict between school and 
professional games in relation to 
alcoholic beverages and alcohol and 
tobacco advertising. 

Councilman Harold Hcischober, 
who has worked closely with the 
staff on the stadium project, said 
the same school prohibition of 
alcohol consumption will apply 
. during school games. 

Dean Block, director of the 
budget and management, said that 
even if the city never goes beyond 
the 7,000-seat stadium, "we will 
have something we don't have in 
Virginia Beach." The city will have 
a "good-sized stadium to furnish 
recreaiion for our children." 

Blodbalso said that none of the 
regular school functions at games, 
such as refreshment stands, will be 
prohibited. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the negotiations should make 
make sure that if the Marines 
becomes a major league team, the 
city will be compensated^ 
accordingly. 

Maxwell said that the facility 
will stand on its own, but the city 
has the added opportunity of having 
an amateur team. In the first year 
of major league soccer, it has 
exceeded every sport in popularity.

Schools recieved $550,631 in grants 



It was a banner year for grants 
in the Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools. 

A total to $550,361 in funds 
was received during 1995-% for 
initiatives in 43 schools, 
compared to a total of $249,070 
during 1994-95 for projects in 14 
schools. 

The grants came from 
foundations, government 
agencies and community groups 
in response to numerous 
applications initiated by schools, 
offices and teachers in Virginia 
Beach. the dollars were 
earmarked for such initiatives as 
reading programs, after-school 
tutoring. Parent Resource Center, 
environmental marine studies and 
art instruction. 

the largest single grant during 
1995-96 was made to First 
colonial High School from 360° 
Communications, to fund a 
cellular phone communications 
system in a high school, the Hrst 
of its kind in the nation. 

"The 360° cellular phone grant 
has enabled the parents of Fi/si 
Colonial students to maintain 
much better communications 
with teachers, counselors and 
administrators," said Stcphan 
Charton, principal of First 
colonial High School. "It has 
increased safety in the building. 



improved efficiency and allowed 
teachers to share successes and 
converse with parents." 

During 1994-95, the largest 
single grant, $45,750, went to the 
Office of Transportation from the 
U.S. Department of Energy; it 
funded the conversion of school 
bus engines to compressed 
natural gas. 

During 1995-95, the smallest 
grant was S299.35 to Cooke 
Elementary School from the 
Virginia Commission fwlhe Arts. 
This grant enabled third graders 
to share their autobiographies 
through the fine arts. During the 
previous year, the smallest grant 
was S500 from the Virginia 
Education Association to Holland 
Elementary School to fund an 
after-school support group 
designed to help meet the health 
care needs of preadolescent 
students with diabetes. 

"Even the small grants are 
quite valuable to teachers and 
students," said Dorothy Barber, 
director of Community Relations, 
who provided grants services 
during 1995-96. 

"A few hundred dollars can 
give a teacher the means to 
provide students new and varied 
learning opportunities, and that 
produces renewed teacher 
enthusiasm.

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New stadium reaps 
$100,000 from council 
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and the soccer franchise, and will 
also be used for other appropriate 
sports events. 

Maxwell said that the 
preliminary design and engineering 
will be complete in 30 days arei 
that, realistically, the stadium 
would be ready for the soccct 
franchise games for the 1998 
season. 

The Mariners, acquired in 1995 
by Mark Garceaand Page Johnson, 
local businessmen, have indicated 
they will pay rent of 590,000 to 
$100,000 a year. 

Parking can be shared with the 
Amphitheater and the projected 
school which are on either side of 
the stadium site. 

Maxwell said the schools have 
been supportive of the plan and 
approved the concept on Sept. 16. 

If in four or five years the soccer 
league progresses to the major 
league status, the city would 
consider expanding the stadium to 
the 20,000-capacity range. 

The cost of the initial project is 
estimated at $4.8 million. 

If the city is looking for a project 
that pays for itself, said Maxwell, 
this is not the project, but it has 
benefits. It would generate 
$192,200 on an annual basis in 
goods and services in the area and 
indirect and induced expenditures 
would total $205,000 a year. It 
would employ approximately 23 
individuals generating a yearly 
payroll of $330,000. Indirect and 
induced expenditures would 
generate an additional $1 32,000. 



The stadium would produce 
yearly revenues to the city of 
$157,044 in the first year and 
continue to increase to $176,992 
by year 10. 

Councilwoman Louisa Strayhorn 
questioned the economic feasibility 
of deferring the construction of a 
larger stadium ai high cost. 

Some council members saw a 
conflict between school and 
professional games in relation to 
alcoholic beverages and alcohol and 
tobacco advertising. 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
who has worked closely with the 
staff on the stadium project, said 
the same school prohibition of 
alcohol consumption will apply 
during school games. 

Dean Block, director of the 
budget and management, said that 
even if the city never goes beyond 
the 7,000-seat stadium, "we will 
have something we don't have in 
Virginia Beach." Tlw city will have 
a "good-sized stadium to furnish 
recreation for our children." 

Block also said that none of the 
regular school functions at games, 
such as refreshment stands, will be 
prohibited. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the negotiations should make 
make sure that if the Marines 
becomes a major league team, the 
city will be compensated 
accordingly. 

Maxwell said that the facility 
will stand on its own, but the city 
has the added opportunity of having 
an amateur team. In the first year 
of major league soccer, it has 
exceeded every sport in popularity.

on who shows up. 

"Some one comes and their 
they're thinking in the back of 
their mind, 'I want thai bike for 
my kid. It's his birthday next 
month.' And if someone really 
wants one, they're pay more for 
it," said Varela. 

"Sometimes they'll get into 
bidding wars," she grinned. "It's a 
pride thing. You can just see it. 
They just don't want someone to 
get something they want to have. 
They wind up paying more than 
it's worth. But it all depends on 
who's at the auction." 

At the end of the auction, they 
sometimes have old, rusted 
bicycles or some with missing 
parts left over. 

That's when the dealers really "do 
their thing." 
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"We have a guy called the Dollar 
Man that comes," said Varela 
"He's a bike dealer. He'll come 
and, a lot of times, if we can't get 
rid of a bike, he'll buy it for a 
dollar, just so we can gel rid of it. 
He helps up out. Our Etollar Man 
really takes care of us." 

At the end of the bike auction, 
other property is auctioned off 
These are generally items recovered 
from burglaries. 



Sometimes, they are simply 
items left on the beach with no 
clues as to who the owners might 
be. 

After 60 days, the police 
department can auction them. 

Items include compact discs and 
players, used and new luggage and 
new clothes. The clothes often 
come from stores that have already 
collected their insurance and will 
not attempt to claim the items. 
Used clothes are not auctioned. 



'Once someone buys something, 
they're the legal owners," said 
Tharp. "If the original owner calls 
up the next week, then they have 
to contact risk management. They 
can get reimbursed, but they get 
reimbursed for the amount it was 
auctioned for. Not the original 
value they paid for it.

Schools recieved $550,631 in grants 



It was a banner year for grants 
in the Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools. 

A total to $550,361 in funds 
was received during 1995-96 fw 
initiatives in 43 schools, 
compared to a total of $249,070 
during 1994-95 for projects in 14 
schools. 

The grants came from 
foundations, government 
agencies and community groups 
in response to numerous 
applications initiated by schools, 
offices and teachers in Virginia 
Beach. the dollars were 
earmarked for such initiatives as 
reading programs, after-school 
tutoring, Parent Resource Center, 
environmental marine studies and 
art instruction. 

the largest single grant during 
1995-96 was made to First 
colonial High School from 360° 
Communications, to fund a 
cellular phone communications 
system in a high school, the first 
of its kind in the nation. 

"The 360° cellular phone grant 
has enabled the parenu of First 
Colonial students to maintain 
much better communications 
with teachers, counselors and 
administrators," said Stephan 
Charton, principal of First 
colonial High School. "It has 
increased safety in the building. 



improved efficiency and allowed 
teachers to share successes and 
converse with parents." 

During 1994-95, the largest 
single grant, i$45,750, went to the 
Office of Transportation from the 
U.S. Department of Energy; it 
funded the conversion of school 
bus engines to compressed 
natural gas. 

During 1995-95, the smallest 
grant was S299.35 to Cooke 
Elementary School from the 
Virginia Commission for the Arts. 
This grant enabled third graders 
to share their autobiographies 
through the fme arts. During the 
previous year, the smallest grant 
was $500 from the Virginia 
Education Association to Holland 
Elementary School to fund an 
after-school support group 
designed to help meet the health 
care needs of preadolescent 
students with diabetes. 

"Even the small grants are 
quite valuable to teachers and 
students," said Dorothy Barber, 
director of Community Relations, 
who provided grants services 
durmg 1995-96. 

"A few hundred dollars can 
give a teacher the means to 
provide students new and varied 
learning opportunities, and that 
produces renewed teacher 
enthusiasm. Teachers gain the 
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resources to pioneer new 
techniques, and the benefits far 
exceed- the nurnber of dollars 
received. 

"We will continue to assist in 
the preparation of grant 
applications," added Barber, 
"and to update the on-line and 
print information we can make 
available to employees. More 
dollars in grant monies means 
additional resources for 
accomplishing initiatives in our 
schools with no added burden to 
taxpayers."

Hampton Roads on the Move 



Beach entrepreneurs make 'picture- 
perfect' effort, learn tools of the trade 



Reaves family markets to churches, 
businesses, community organizations

When Herb and Mary Reaves 
first opened the doors to their 
General Booth Boulevard 
business in February 1995, some 
local business owners predicted 
that they wouldn't last long at that 
location. 

They'd come too far down into 
the country, some said, and the 
the market just wasn't ready for a 
printing and copying business. 

But the Reaves, who also 
produce videos, print T-shirts, and 
offer a variety of other services at 
their shop, proved the cynics 
wrong. 

"Some people were bold 
enough to come in here and tell 
us we wouldn't last six months," 
Herb said. "They're gone now, and 
we're still here." 

They found their market in the 
churches, softball teams, at-home 
businesses and community 
organizations. Southern Virginia 
Beach's laid-back atmosphere 
proved a blessing, the Reaves 
said, becau.sc it gave them a 
chance to get to know all of their 
customers by their first names. 

"Most of our customers are 
people who just walk in off the 
street," he said. "We've gotten to 
know them all by their first 
names, and we're never too busy 



to talk to them." 

When they opened their doors 
for business, Herb, who'd just 
retired from the Navy two months 
earlier, remembers thinking that 
"everything had come together 
very quickly." But the business 
actually evolved from several 
components, including Herb's 
lifelong interest in 
communicalions and the 
computer skills he acquired as a 
Navy Lieutenant-Commander. But 
he and Mary add that their 
spiritual faiih is the real key to 
their success. 

"This business was prayed into 
existence," said Herb. 

"We had a prayer meeting in 
the church before we opened our 
doors," Mary added. "We had 
some of the elders of our church 
come in here one night, and we 
prayed. We wouldn't have done it 
without that." 

"We saw things happening very 
quickly after that," Herb, who, 
like Mary, is an active member of 
Calvary Revival Church in 
Norfolk, added. 

"At that time, they were talking 
about closing NAS Oceana. Now, 
the base is growing, and we've 
never had to solicit business. We 
cater to the churches, and they 
just seem to find us here."

opening his own business for 
several years. He began buying 
computers and audio-visual 
equipment for his own at-home 
use, then he started acquiring it 
with an eye toward eventually 
using it in business. Curiously 
enough, however, his plans began 
to come together when his 
daughter found a part-time job at 
a local mall. 

Reaves and Mary now own a 
franchise for the General Booth 
Copi-Ez, which is one of several 
in Hampton Roads. Although they 



trade as Copi-Ez, their business is 
actually called "Picture Me 
Perfect," they said, and it began 
when they decided to buy the 
small Military Circle Mall 
business where their daughter was 
working. 

Renita, who's now an 
accountant, was working at Mug 
Shots, which transferred computer 
images to T-shirts or coffee cups, 
"when she heard that the owner 
might want to sell it," Mary said. 
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Stroke victims rehabilitate with new treatment 



Stroke victims are experiencing 
shorter hospital stays and 
recovering quicker, the result of 
early and intensive treatment in a 
specialized unit at Sentara 
Norfolk General Hospital. 

In the six months since the unit 
opened in January 1996, the 
average length of stay for a stroke 
patient has fallen from 9.6 to 5.5 
days. The unit also has had zero 
incidence of aspiration (choking 
on a build-up of fluid from the 
lungs), due to advanced 
treatments and therapies. 

"Having this unit has enabled 
us to give more comprehensive 
and focused care to these 
patients," said Dr. Armistead 
Williams, co-medical director of 
the acute stroke unit. "We 
expected that this would help the 
get better sooner and spend less 
time in the hospital. So far that's 
what's happening." 

Sentara Norfolk General 
Hospital established the unit to 
provide aggressive management 
of brain attack through a clinical 
pathway. This pathway has 
specific guidelines for treatment 
for stroke and stresses the benefits 
of early intervention. 

Within 24 hours of admission, 
patients receive a full assessment 
of their condition, including a 
swallowing test to avoid 
aspiration; physical, occupational 
and speech therapy; and, family 
counseling. In addition, staff 
members treat Transient Ischemic 
Attack (TIA) patients, who need 
only one to two days on the 
pathway, with early intervention, 
diagnosis and prevention of a 
completed or worsening stroke. 

Of the 98 patients that have 
been discharged from the stroke 
unit since its inception, 61 have 
gone home, 24 have continued on 
to a rehabilitation facility and 13 
have entered a skilled nursing 
facility. 

Nearly a quarter of the 550,000 



Americans who suffer strokes 
each year die as a result. Stroke 

is the third leading killer of 
Americans today and leaves 
many of its survivors with 
permanent disabilities. 

Like a heart attack, brain 
attack is a serious disruption of 
the circulatory system caused by 
the blocking of arteries. 
Immediate medical treatment at 
the first sign of a brain attack can 
greatly reduce the damage and 
increase the chances of recovery. 

Warning signs of stroke include 
a sudden weakness or numbness 
of the face, arm or leg, or one 
side of the body; a sudden 
dimness or loss of vision, 
particularly in one eye; a loss of 
speech or trouble talking or 
understanding speech; sudden, 
severe headaches with no 
apparent cause; or, an 
unexplained dizziness, 
unsteadiness or fall, particularly if 
accompanied by any of the above 
symptoms. 

Experts agree that 85 percent of 
all strokes are preventable. Risk 
factors such as high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, heart 
disease, smoking heavy alcohol 
consumption and excessive 
weight can be controlled through 
diet, exercise and cessation of 
harmful activities. 

New drugs such as Tissue 
Plasminogin Activator (TPA), are 
reducing injury from brain attack. 



TPA, a drug which until now has 
been used to treat heart attacks, 
has recently been approved by the 
FDA for use in stroke. It seeks out 
blood clots and breaks them up, 
which may reestablish blood flow 
to the brain. 

The sooner a patient gets to the 
hospital, the better his chance of 
receiving a TPA, which is only 
effective within three hours of the 
onset of stroke. 

There arc also new 



rehabilitation procedures 
available to help patients regain 
lost skills and resume productive 
lives. Research studies- are also 
being conducted which aim. to 
protect the cells around the 
stroke, preventing furdier injury. It 
is hoped that as much as 50 
percent of die damage from stroke 
may be prevented by neuro- 
protective agents now going into 
clinical trial at Sentara Norfolk 
General Hospital.

"We started working at the 
bases in the area," Mary said. 

"We'd just walk around the 
bases, and we'd stay at one base 
for awhile, then move on. Herb 
was still in the Navy at the lime, 
and we had a lot of equipment to 
move. It was difficult at times." 
Their son, Ramon, who was 17 ai 
the time, provided the muscle 
power and transportation. "He'd 
move the equipment from base to 
base in his van," she added. 

"Ramon was still in high school 
at the lime, so Reniia and I 
worked during the day and Ramon 
would fill in after school," Mary 
said. 

Meanwhile, Herb, whose 
communications career began 
when he wrote articles for a local 
newspaper while he was a high 
school student in Memphis, 
continued to acquire the skills 
necessary to transform "Picmre 
Me Perfect" into a burgeoning 
business. 

"As a Navy lieutenant 
commander, I did a lot of 
briefings, and I learned a lot 
about graphic design," Herb said. 
"I have a background in 
communications, and 1 learned 
computers, so this business is an 
extension of what I did in the 
military." 

These days. Herb spends a lot 
of lime on the computer, writing 
or designing logos or other 
graphics. He also edits or 
produces videos from reel-to-reel 
films or still photographs while 
Mary "runs interference by 
answering the telephone." 

"I babysit the business," she 
said. "I'm the only one who 
doesn't work on the computer: 1 
take care of the finances, keep 
the books, and I handle the 
shipping," which is another 
service ihe business offers. 

Their shop is the only one in 
the area that has color copiers, 
and they offer a variety of 
services ranging from resume- 
writing to printing T-shirts, 
calendars, newsletters and signs.

Their 
first customer turned out to be 
married to one of Herb's old Navy 
buddies, whom he hadn't seen 
since shortly after Jie enlisted. 

"And one lady came in one 
day, who seemed very 
uncomfortable," Mary said. "1 
could tell she wanted something, 
but she wouldn't say anything 
until the other customers left, 
then she came up and asked me if 
I'd pray for her." That lady, a 



recent immigrant, "was seeking a 
job, and she was very nervous. 
She'd come in to have copies of 
her resumes printed." When her 
job search proved successful she 
contacted Mary to let her know 
that she'd found work. 

The most expensive thing about 
, opening a business, Mary said, is 
the time it takes. 

She and Herb worked from 8 
a.m to 9 p.m. six days a week 
when they first opened the 
business, and they still haven't 
found time to take a vacation. 
Although they now have six 
employees working for them, he 
hasn't played golf in the 17 
months he's been in business. She 
struggles to find time to do the 
household chores, and she's 
constantly interrupted by business 
phone calls if she tries to spend a 
Saturday at home. 

But the Reaves add that they're 
blessed because they get to see 
their family despite their long 
hours. Ramon and Renita put their 
work on hold while they attended 
college, but Ramon's back at 
work in the family business now. 
and Renita fmds time to help out 
despite a full-time job at Navy 
Federal Credit Union. She and her 
husband, who's also worked at 
Copi-Ez, still pop into the 
business daily. The couple's 
younger daughter, Resa, who's a 
student at Salem High, works at a 
nearby fast-food restaurant. 

"We gel to see everyone in our 
family everyday," Herb said. "And 
Sunday is family day, that's the 
day the whole family comes 
together, ^d we'll never open our 
doors for business that day." 

In the short-term future. Herb 
and Mary hope that they can find 
time to take a vacation. But they 
also have big plans for their 
business, which includes 
acquiring more space, possibly at 
their current location in the K- 
Mart shopping center. They'd also 
like to open other shops "and we 
might have one store that offers 
just video because we're the only 
copy store that does video," Herb 
said. 

"It means a lot to us," Mary 
said. "It's ours, and it's not just a 
business, it's a life."
